San Francisco, September 12.—Mrs. Wil- 
liam M. Stewart, wife of the senior 
Vnited States senator from Nevada, was 
killed today at Alameda, Cal. 

Mrs. Stewart was riding in an auto- 
mobile with Henry Foote and a young 
man named Taylor. Through an acc!i- 
dent the machine ran into a telegraph 
pole. Mrs. Stewart was thrown against 
the pole with great force and was so se- 
riously injured that death soon followed. 
Her home was at Washington, D. C. 

Mrs, Stewart was enjoying a ride with 
her nephew, Henry Foote, son of W. W. 
Foote, an attorney, and H. B. Tay- 
lor. 

‘They were going along Santa Clara 
avenue in Alemeda county, Taylor guid- 
Ing the machine and sending it along 
at high speed. A vehicle approached and 
Taylor swerved the motor in order to 
avoid a collision. At that moment he 
lost control of the steering apparatus or 
trade a miscalculation. The automobile 
tan into a telegraph pole and the occu- 
pants were thrown out. Mrs. Stewart 
was thrown against the pole and her 
skull fractured. She was carried in an 
unconscious cordition to a sanitarinm in 
the vicinity, where she soon died. Foote 
end Taylor escaped with slight bruises.

MANY PERSONS. MISSING 
AND THE LIVING FLEE 


Many Towns Are Cut Off from Com- 
munication and the Extent of 
Loss of Life Cannot Be Es- 
timated — Darkness 
Shrouds Country. 


Portland, Oregon, September 12.—Forest 
fires are burning over the Cascade and 
coast ranges from British Columbia to 
the California line, destroying millions 
of feet of timber, farm houses, barns and 
much live stock. Two persons are known 
to have lost their lives, others are miss- 
ing and scores are hurrying to places of 
safety. 

At Bridal Viel, Oregon, today the Pal- 
mer haw mil} and the Brewer mill were 
bffurned. E. L. Palmer, proprietor of the 
Palmer mill, was burned to death, and a 
man named Trickey is missing. Apout 
forty mill hands are in danger of being 
surrounder by fire. 

On Mill plain, near Vancouver, eight 
farm houses were destroyed today and 
Mrs. Hendrickson and her two choldren 


are missing. 

In Washington the town of Enumclaw 
is in great danger. 

Every team jis being pressed into service 
to take people to places of safety and the 
water supply is cut off by the burning of 
the mains. 

Word cannot be received from Almar or 
Aberdeen, the wires to those points being 
down. It is known, however, that six 
large lumber mills and ten houses have 
been burned about 6 miles south of: Elmg. 
Many similar reports are being received 
from Washington points. 

At Ducora, 4 miles south of Tacoma, 
thé town was in total darkness at noon. 
Many people refused to believe that the 
phenomenon was from forest fires and 
predicted dire disaster. 

At Centralia darkness caused all busi- 
ness to stop. : | 

At last ;+*ports from Shelton at noon 
was to the effect that nearly all of the 
mills in Mason county were on fire. The 
town of Mitlock, that county, was in im- 
minent danger when last heard from and 
timber 100 feet high was burning. 

Sixteen miles from Olympia the Bor- 
deaux string of camps in the Black Hill 
district are in great danger. Forty men 
on horseback have gone to rescue women 
and children. 

In Tacoma a heavy darkness settled 
down. Boats could not pass the narrows 
on account of darkness and at Olympia 
the electric light plant shut down at 
noon —it was as black as night. 

Sky a Yelloiwsh Hue. 

Astoria, Oregon, September 12.—Smoke 
from the forest fires backed from the 
coast in a solid bank and caused an un- 
usua] phenomenon here, the setting sun 
turning the sky a yellowish green. Busi- 
ness throughout the city generally was 
suspended and everywhere lights were 
turned on. The giris employed in a 
packinghouse ceased work to pray. A 
steamer on the Columbia was compelle1 
to use a searchlight at 11 a. m. and the 
Portland and Oriental lines were unable 
to leave on their trip. 


Cattle Burned to Death. 
Oregon City ,Oregon, September 12.— 


Fierce forest fires are raging in the vi-° 


cinity of Springwater. Houses, barns and 
stock are being burined and the whole 
country is devas.ated. Many cattle were 
caught in hte timber and _ burned to 
death.

Prominent Southerner Takes His 
Life in New York,

tion, Westmoreland county,. Virginia, 
was found dead today in the Ross hotel. 
He had committed suicid2 by taking car- 
bolic acid. The body had been lying 
in the room for two days before it was 
discovered. 

Several days ago Mr. Garnett was vis- 
ited by his brother, Dr. Garnett, of Hot 
Springs, Ark., and it is supposed they 
quarreled. A note which stated that the 
writer had been contemplating suicide 
for five days was found beside the body. 
Mr. Garnett was head of the St. James 
Publishing Company, and was at the 
time of his death engaged in writing a 
history of the West Poirt military acad- 
emy. 

Among the letters and papers found 
was one from Presfdert Rocsevelt in- 
dorsing a plan to establish a benevolent 
order of Spanish-American veterans.

OODLERS PLOT MURDE 


Life of Circut Atloiney Folk, 
of St Louis, Alleged To Be 
in Dange’ 


St. Louis, Seftember 12.—(Special.)—So 
desperate have the hoodlers become owing 
to the merciless cruBade of Circuit .At- 
torney Folk that it is rumored a plot has 
been formed to assassinate that official. — 

The first inkling of the plot was re- 
ceived at the four ¢ourts yesterday, but 
only slight credence; was given to the ru- 
mor. An investigation was started, how- 
ever, and today positive evidence was se- 
cured that the circwlt attorney's life is 
menaced’ by the desperate men who have 
robbed the city and fattened orm public 
plunder or the dishonesty of the city’s 
servants. It was demonstrated that a 
conspiracy was on foot to murder the 
man who has already sent two of. their 
number to the penitentiary and threatens 
the liberty and entire careers of a score, 

There was a hurried consultation in 
Mr. Folk’s office when he appeared this 
morning. Chief of Police Kiely laid be- 
fore him the -evidence of the plot. Other 
city pfficials were present and all united 
strongly in urging Mr. Folk to consent to 
béing constantly guarded by one or more 
armed detectives and to take every pre- 
caution possible to guard against the 
knife or bullet of the assassin. 


Objected to a Guard. 


Mr. Folk strongly objected. He sajd that 
he had no fear for his persona] safety; 
that boodlers had repeatedly tried to in- 
timidate him before and nothing had 
come of it;.that he had repeatedly served 
notice on boodlers through their agents 
that he was not afraid of them, and that 
he would not now gratify these enemies 
by accepting a bodyguard. 

But he was finally persuaded that he 
must accept a bodyguard, since he had 
undertaken a great public service, which 
he was in a fair way to carry to triumph 


as no other man could, and owed it to the 


public, as well as himself and his family, 
to accept protection. 

Detective McGrath was at once ap- 
pointed to guard the circuit attorney, and 
has not been 10 feet away from him since 
that hour. He will not leave him until 
all the boodling cases are ended, 

Five policemen are guarding Mr. Folk’s 
house tonight while he s!leeps, and Mr. 
McGrath is within call of the circuit at- 
torney’s bed room. 

While Chief Kiely and Mr. Folk refuse 
to give out the details of the plot, they 
confirm the story in full. It is semi-offi- 
clally stated that a clew to the men who

Rate Mounts to 15 Per Cent

New York, September 12.—Wall street 
passed through a tight .money squeeze 
today. Apprehensions of temporary strin- 
gency had been visible all the week, the 
average stock rate on preceding days 
having been 8 per cent or over. Today's 
loans made in the stock exchange go over 
until Monday and there was much un- 
easiness over what tomodrrow’s' bank 
statement would show.

FOOD 1S KEPT: 


FROM STRIKERS 


That Charge Is Made Against 
Railroad by a Wholesale 
— Grocery Firm, 


RESTRAINING ORDER ASKED 
IN UNITED STATES COURT 


Mitchell and Committee of Kailway 
Employees Hold a Conference 
in ‘Regard to the Strike. 
Statement Is Made by 

Mitchell.

Cincinnati, September 12.—Shaw, Irwin 
& Co., wholesale grocers of this city, to- 
day brought suit in the United States 
court at Covington, Ky., for an order re- 
straining the Chesapeake and Ohio Rail- 
way Company from delaying shipments 
of supplies to striking miners in West 
Virginia. The plaintiffs’ allegation is 
that goods shipped by them to striking 
miners have not been properly delivered 
by the railroad company. 

Mitchell and Railway Men Confer. 

Wilkesbarre, Pa,, September 12.—A 
committee representing the state legisla- 
tive board of railroad employees was 
closeted with President Mitchell, of the 
United Mine Workers, for three hours to- 
day. At the conclusion of the conference 
the committee departed for Philadélphia 
to consult their attorneys. Asked wheth- 
er Presi§ent Mitchell had approved the 
arbitration bills which they proposed 
to introduce in the legislature in the 
event of an extra session, they replied 
that Mr. Mitchell would have to answer 
that question. 

The committee expressed the opinion 
that an extra session of the legislature 
depended altogether upon the result of 
the conference between Governor Stone 
and President Mitchell at Harrisburg to- 
morrow. 

The following statement was issued by 
President Mitchell: 

‘‘Mesgrs. Milton T. Robinson. William 
J. Seerbhy an§ George W. Coyle, repre- 
senting the state legislative board of 
railroad employees, called upon me and 
we discussed the advisability of form- 
ing a joint legislative board to be com- 
posed of representatives of the railway 
men and of the bituminous and anthra- 
cite miners. We also discussed the an- 
thracite coal stmke and the representa- 
tives of the railway men assured us 
of their cooperation in every manner 
possible in bringing about an amicable 
adjustment, or in prosecuting the strike 
to a successful issue.”’ 

No Change in Situation. 

Charleston, W. Va., September 12.— 
There is no. change in the situation of 
the strike In the Kanawha and New 
River fields. The strikers are for the 
most part standing firm, though a few 
are returning to work each day, and the 
tonnage is increasing steadily, though 
slowly. 

At Eagle, 27 miles above here, the 
situation is serious and trouble is appre- 
hended there tomorrow. A number of men 
have ‘recently gone to work there. and 


~a big ferce of strikers is being organ- 


ized. to take them out tomorrow. It is 
understood that the authorities will at- 
tempt to give the operators adequate 
protection, in which case there is likely 
to be a dangerous clash. 

At Crescent mines, just above Mont- 
gomery, on the Kanawha river, the con- 
stable of that district, today, by order 
of the court, turned the striking miners 
out of the company houses. A cold rain 
is falling tonight’'and many families are 
without shelter. with all household ef- 
fects exposed to the weather. 

Mitchell Sees Stone. 

Harrisburg, Pa., Septemher 13.—A con- 
ference was held at the executive man- 
sion after midnight tonight between 
Governor Stone, State Senator William 
Flynn and M. K. MicMullin, of Pitts- 
President Mitchell and Districi 
Presidents Duffy, Fahey and Nichols, of 
the United Mine Workers, for the pur- 
pose of discussing means of sgttling the 
anthracite coal strike. The conference 
was held at the suggestion of the gov- 
ernor, who has devised a plan by which 
he hopes to effect a settlement between 
the operators and miners without the 
necessity of an extra session of the 
legislature for the enactment of arbitra- 
tion legislaticn. 

The governor declined to outline his 
plan in advance of the conference and 
none of the other parties to it would 
make any statement until after they 
had concluded their talk. The confer- 
ence did not begin until long after mid- 
night, owing to the late Your at which 
Mitchell and his associates arrived here 
from Philadelphia. 

The governor originally arranged for 
a meeting tomorrow with Mitchell, but 
the strike leader had an important en- 
gagement at Wilkesbarre tomorrow that 
must be filled, and he asked that the 
governor meet him tonight, and the ex- 
ecutive ey complied with his re- 
quest. 

Money for Strikers. 

Philadelphia, September 12.—President 
John Mitchell, of the United Mine Work- 
ers of America, came here tonight and 
was presented with about $3,000 by the 
organized workmen of this city for the 
benefit of the striking mine workers. In 
an address Mr. Mitchell said: 

“Governor Stone is contemplating an 
extra session of the Pennsylvania legis- 
lature for the purpose of having enacted 
a compulsory arbitration law. The miners 
are willing to arbitrate, but they are not 
willing to have compulsory arbitration. 
They are not willing to cnslave the wark- 
men of Pennsylvania in order to get out 
of their own difficulty.

Trouble at Mine. 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., September 12.—There 
was some trouble at the Prospect mine 
of the Lehigh Valley Coal Company to- 
day. While a number of non-union men 
were on their way to work they were at- 
tacked by a mob and two of the men 
were knocked down and several shots 
were fired, but no one was injured. Sner- 
iff Jacobs sent a number of officers to 
the scene and order was soon restored. 

Two More Breakers To Start. 

Tamaqua, Pa., September 12.—Officials 
of the coal companies state that on Mon- 
day two more breakers in this section 
will be converted into washeries, one in 
the Panther creek valley and another on 
the outskirts of this place. It is expect- 
ed that the two plants will shf{p over one 
hundred tons of coal a day.

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IBUMPER CORN CROP SURE, 


SAYS SECRETARY-WILSON 


Head of Agricultural Department. Greatly Pleased by. 
Conditions in the West-=Drought Has Affected 
the reba in the South. 


Washington, September 12.—Secretarv 
Wilson, who returned last night from 
a trip through the west, today summar- 
ized the agricultural conditions in the 
states he visited. These states included 
Nebraska, Kansas, Iowa, Illinois, Indiana 
and Ohio. He said there was a great 
abundance of crops generally in that re- 
gion. “There will be a good corn crop,” 
he said. “Corn is substantially out of 
the way of the frosts. 

“The corn crop in parts of Kansas, 
Nebraska and Indiana probably is the 
finest on record. There has been more 
hundreds of millions of dollars dépending 
on the ripening of this crop this year 
than the prdinary person has ever real- 
ized. While the crop may not be a rec- 
ord-breaker, the quality of the corn is 
splendid, and, with the exception of the 
Southern states, the yicld per acre is 
very heavy. In the south the drought 
has somewh§&t affected the corn crop. 

‘The wheat crop of the west this year 
is also very fine, and what may be con- 
sidered as really the most important crop 
of all—the grass crop—is ‘exceedingly 
good. The census tells us that there has 
been a @reat increase during the past 
ten years in the number of cattle in the 
United States. This information, taken 
together with the fine crop of grass, in- 
sures lower prices of meat. I do not be- 
lieve that the price of meat, however, will 


ever be as low as it has beén in the,past,

Man Who Made Washington 
Beautiful Passes Away 
in Mexico. 


Washington, September 12.—A private 
telegram received here this afternoon 
from Batopolis, Mex., announces the death 
there this morning of Alexander R. Shep- 
herd, who was vice president of the board 
of public works of the District of Co- 
lumbia during the territorial government 
of the district in 1871, and two years lat- 
er governor of the district. He was 67 
years otf age. The cause of death was 
peritonitis, brought on by an attack of 
appendicitis. 

Governor Shepherd, as the executive offi- 
cer of the boand of public works, in 
spite of vigorous opposition, began and 
successfully cgntinued improvements in all 
parts of the city, with the result that 
Washington became a magnificent capi- 
tal.

BRITAIN WANTS RECIPROCITY. 


Time for Approval of the Pending 
Treaties Is Extended. 
Washington, Septeniber 12.—To save 
whatevér chance might remain of: the 
approval of the pending reciprocity ttea- 
ties by the next congress the British gov- 
ernment has been steadily extending the 
period allowed for the final ratifications 
of each of the treaties which have been 
drafted by Mr. Kasson and are now pend- 
ing in the executive calendar of the sen- 

ate. 

Today Mr. Raikes, the British charge of 
embassy, came to Washington from New- 
port for the purpose of securing another 
extension of the West Indian treaty. He 
called at thé state department and with 
Mr. Adee, the acting secretary of state. 
Signed an article amendatory to the 
treaties in the case of Jamaica, British 
Guiana, Turks and Caicos islands, ex- 
tending for six months the period allowed 
for the exchange of ratifications. This 
amendment wil] consequently carry the 
treaties along as pending business before 
the senate until next spring. 


BOND SEEKING RECIPROCITY. 


Newfoundiand Premier in Washing- 
ton on That Mission. 

Washington, September 12.—Mr. 
Raikes, British charge of the embassy, 
who has just arrived in Washington, has 
made an appointment with Mr. Adee, the 
acting secretary of state, to receive Sir 
Robert Bond, the Newfoundland premier, 
who is now in Washington. 

Although Sir Rotjert has not disguised 
his purpose of taking steps to ascertain 
vhat can be done toward the negotiation 
of a reciprocity arrangement between 
Newfoundland and the United States, 
he will be received as would any other 
distinguished person without reference :<o 
official business. It is improbable that Mr. 
Adee will be prepared to enter into any 
engagement with his caller upon this im- 
portant subject in the absence of definite 
instructions from the executive. 


THAT PLOT TO DODGE TAXES. 


Many Men Prominent in Chicago 
May Bé Implicated. 

Chicago, September 12.—Luke Wheeler, 
indicted by the grand jury for conspiracy 
in the Masonic Temple tax fixing scandal 
and who had been wanted for some time 
by the police to explain the matter of 
the forged tax receipts of $25,000, appeared 
in Chicago today and was in conference 
with State’s Attorney Deneen.

DECAPITATED OFFICIAL 
VERY FRIENDLY TO HANNA 


But It Is Denied at Washington That 
Enumity to the Ohio Boss Had 
Anything To Do with the 
Action of the Pres-. 
, ident. 


Washington, September 12.—(Special.) 
There is something very mysterious 
about the action of the president yes- 
terday in removing United States Dis- 
trict Attorney William Vaughan, of the 
northern district of Alabama, from of- 
fice. 

Acting Attorney General Hoyt, when 
asked about it today, would only say 
that Mr. Vaughan had been removed for 
neglecting his official duties. He would 
not give any details or mention any par- 
ticular instance in which these duties 
had been neglected. 

Another official of the department of 
justice, however, said that Mr. Vaughan 
had neglected to carry out instructions 
sent to him from the eee This 
official said: 

“Mr. Vaughan weiilii ‘Knows why he 
Was remmoved, and he can give th3 
reagons if he wants to. Nothing can be 
Said in the department &xcept that he 
Was removed for neglecting his official 
duties.”’ 

It is learned today that when the 
question of the reappointment of Dis- 
trict Attorney Vaughan was pending 
last January President Roosevelt at first 
decided not to reappoint him, but that 
later he reconsidered this determination. 
The question of Mr. Vaughan’'s fitness 
for office came up again later and was 
discussed by the president and Attorney 
General Knox, with the result that be- 
fore Mr. Knox sailed for Europe his 
removal was decided upon. Why the 
announcement was delayed so long is 
one of the features of the case which 
officials of the department of justice 
will not discuss. 

Mr. Vaughan has been regarded as 
one of Senator Hanna’s right-hand men 
in Aabama, and politicians have sug- 
gested that some reason for the presi- 
dent’s action might be fourd in Ala- 
tama repubfican politics. It is denied 
emphatically at the department of jus- 
tice that politics had anything whatever 
to do with the case. 

Republican Machine in Danger. 

Alexander City, Ala., September 13.— 
(Special.)—The announcemert of the re- 
moval from office of United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Vaughan at Birmingham 
means the annihilation of the federal 
office holding machine in Alabama. It 
was no surprise here, for a prominent 
republican stated on authority’ that 
Vaughan and others would be removed. 
It is predicted that President Roosevelt 
will deal vigcrously with other federal 
officials who banded together to manip- 
ulate the republican state convention 
September 16.

Corn, However, Is Too Far Advanced 
To Be Injured. 

Chicago, September 12.—The first touch 
of the coming winter was felt through- 
out the west and northwest today. Re- 
ports from a score or more of places 
to the local weather bureau show that 
frost was prevalent throughout Ne- 
traska, northern Kansas, Wyoming, 
North and South Dakota and Minnesota. 
Many points in Wisconsin also were af- 
fected. 

The corn crop had a narrow escape. 
The damage is estimated to amount to 
about 15 per cent in Nebraska. In other 
states it will not exceed 5 per cent. 

Denver, September 12.—There was a 
killing frost last night all along the 
eastern slope of the mountains in this 
state, except the southern corner. With 
one exception it was the coldest Sep- 
tember day of which there is any record. 

Dodge City, Kans., September 12.—The 
first frost af the season in Kansas was 
noticed here this morning. It-will have 
a bad effect on some crops, but corn 
is too far advanced to be injured. 

Lincoln. Nebr., Septeniber 12.—A frost 
all over Nebraska last night nipped ten. 
der vegetation and did some damage to 
corn at points in north and western Ne- 
braska. Ice formed at Kearney. The 
temperature is equally tow tonight.

Only Four Wells. and Two 
Tanks Are: Burning, 


One of the Burning Wells a Big 
Gusher, and “There Will Be 


Trouble in Extinguishing 
It—Loss Estimated at 
Thousands. 


Beaumont, Tex., September 12.~At day- 


light this morning the. fire in the oil 


field burned itself out and tonight there 
are only four wells and two tanks burn- 
ing. Oge of the wells is a bie gusher 
and there will be much trouble experi- 
enced in extinguishing it. The smaller 
wells can be easily handled, as the fire 
is principally fed by gas. The oil is be- 
ing drawn from the tanks as rapidly as 
possible and they will probably burn 
themselves out tonight. There is a 
breeze blowing, but it is sweeping across 
the field and toward the fire. Even if 
it changes there will be little danger of 
further loss for the reason that the loose 
oil has all been burned off. There is a 
large force of workmen on the grounds 
and a spread of the fire can now be 
checked in its incipleney. Preparations 
are going forward in the work of ex- 
tinguishing the burning wells and it. is 
now belifeved that an effort will be made 
toward that end tomorrow. 

The loss caused by the fire is vari- 
ously estimated. The lowest figures by 
any one competent to judge places the 
total loss at about $75,000. From this it 
ranges up to $250,000. So far as.can be 
ascertained about thirty derricks were 
destroyed. The loss on these was com- 
paratively small. Fifteen tanks, some 
of them filled with oil, were burned out 
and they will haye to be repaired before 
they are again serviceable. Several 
pumping plants were put out of service 
and are rendered useless and in this the 
heaviest loss lies outside of the oil de- 
stroyed. 

The fire was started by the careless- 
ness of a workman, whose name has 
not yet been ascertained. He went into 
a tank which was partially filled with 
Oil with a lighted lantern and _ there 
was an explosion of gas, which ignited 
the oil. The man escaped, though he is 
said to have been badly burned. The 
Wood gusher had been left open and it 
was ignited within a few minutes and 
before an alarm could be given to con- 
trol the burning tank the flame leaped 
high in the air, the derrick caught fire 
and so did the oil which was standing 
aroung the well. The ignition was com- 
paratively slow, but the fire, once start- 
ed, spread rapidly over the Keith-Ward 
tract, which is on the outer edge of the 
field. Immense volumes of smoke were 
created and gave the impression that the 
area of the fire was much: greater than 
it really was, The flames shot up 


through the smoke, forked anid jagged like’ 


lightning in some instances, and In great 
sheets in other portions of the fietd 
The ground was thoroughly soaked with 
oil and until this had been burned off 
the smoke obscured everything, even 
creating a foglike effect in the city, 4 
miles away. There was very little wind 
and this contributed to the safety of 
the rest of the field, 

Almost the whole population of Beau- 
mont rushed to the field, though there 
was nothing to be done there save to 
look at the fire. Special trains were sent 
early in the morning from Port Arthur 
and Nederland with picked workmen to 
assist in smothering the flames, and 
these have been at work today chopping 
down derricks, covering wells and drain- 
ing away the loose oil that had not been 
reached by the fire. These men are at 
the field tonight keeping guard, 


AMERICANS WILL MAN HER. 


Yankee Crew Aboard the Colombian 
Ship Jessie Banning. 


San Francisco, September 12.—There is 
every prospect that the steamer Jessie 
Banning when she sails from’ this port 
under the Colombian flag will have on 
board an out and out American crew, of- 
ficers and all.

MILES HEADS FOR PHILIPPINES

Chicago, September 12.—Lieutenart Gen- 
eral Nelson A. Miles and pafty passed 
through Chicago tonight en route for 
San Francisco. While his special car 
was being switched to the Northwestern 
track General Miles called on Major Gen- 
eral MacArthur, commanding the depart- 
ment of the lakes. 

“Tt shall not sail for the Philippines un- 
til the end of the month,” said Weneral 
Miles, ‘‘as I intend to make a trip down 
the Pacific coast. There is no special 
cignificance in my visit to the Philippines, 
Tt will be nothing more than the ordinary 
tour of inspection among the different 
army vosts, such as I might make here 
in the United States, and I will report.

Two War Ships Ate Hunying 
to Isthmus of Panama 


Hebels Are Advancing on the City, 
but the United States Will Not 
Allow Transit Across the 
Isthmus To Be Im- 


peded. 

Port au Prince. Haiti, September 12.— 
General Firmin has issued a violently 
worded proclamation to his partisans con- 
cerning the death on board the Crete-a- 
Pierrot of Admiral Killick. He engages 
his followers to fight until the end 
against the provisiona] government of M. 
Boisround Canal, which he accuses of 
having excited Germany against him to 
the point of effecting the destruction of 
the Crete-a-Pierrot by the Panther. 

The population of Gonaives and St. 
Marie, both in the possession of the revo- 
lutionists, are greatly excited. Bills ex- 
pressing hatred of the Germans are be- 
ing poster there and cries of hostility to 
this nation are frequently in the streets. 

The advance guard of the government 
army has started against Gonaives and 
the greater part of the army will leave 
for that objective point tomorrow. Port 
au Prince is quiet. 


Washington, September 12.—By noon to- 
day the navy department had been ad- 
vised that the two war ships ordered to 
the scene of trouble on the isthmus of 
Panama had sailed for their destinations. 
A telegram was received from Rear Ad- 
miral Casey, commanding the Pacific sta- 
tion, stating that the big battle ship Wis. 
consin left Bremerton today, and, after 
taking on coal at San Francisco, will re- 
sume her long voyage down the Pacific 
coast. With the same promptness which 
characterized his prompt hurrying to the 
scene of the terrible disaster at Marti- 
nique, Commander T. C. McLean, with 
‘the Cincinnati, had started for Colon 
within a few hours after the receipt of 
the navy department’s orders and cabled 
Secretary Moody to that effect this morn- 
ing. 

As a further indication that the vigor- 
ous efforts of the navy department to re- 
lieve the situation on the isthmus are 
none too early, the following cablegram 
Was received from Commander Potter, of 
the Ranger, who, with his small gun boat, 
the Ranger, has for the present the en- 
tire situation to look after: 


‘Panama (received) cipher message this 
aes C (saying) revolutionists near rail- 
road line. Situation serious. Transit 
across isthmus still open. POTTER.” 


In view of the reports that political 
significance attaches to this latest dis- 
patch of naval force to the isthmus of 
Panama, a statement was gained today- 
from a high and unquestionable official 
source, to the effect that the protection of 
American interests and the enforcement 
of treaty guarantees are the only twe 
considerations involved in the sending of 
additional war ships to Panama and Co- 
lon. 

The department has decided not to send 
the Panther with the battalion of ma- 
rines to the isthmus unless Commander 
McLean, upon the arrival of the Cin- 
cinnati at Colon, informs the department 
that the men are needed. 

Rear Admiral Silas Casey, commander- 
in-chief of the Pacific station, will go 
down to Panama aboard the Wisconsin 
and take persona] command of the naval 
forces upon his arrival #here.

Several 
delegates from this section proposed new 
legislation on the subject, but no decided 
changes were made. hy vnod votea 
to prohibit a man froia .&-_rying his 
deceased wife's sister or deceased wife's 
sister's daughter. This action will be 
binding on all priests of the Anglican 
cnurch in Canada in the solemnizing of 
marriage, 

The bishops sent the following mes- 
sage to the house of deputies, asking 
that it be adopted: 

‘No clergyman within the jurisdiction 
of the Church of England in Canada 
shall solemnize a marriage between per- 
sons either of whom shall have been di- 
vorced from one who is living at tne 
time of such solemnization.’’ 

The clergy in the synod supported the 
bishops—31 to 7—but the laymen declared 
against it—15 to 9. To confirm the mes- 
sage, an affirmative vote was necessary 
from both orders.

8, when 
St. Pierre was destroyed, and includes 
the broad area lying between Macouba 
and Carbet, and involves Haute Tours 
de Bourdon, Basse Pointe, Morne Balal 
and Ajoupa Bouillon, where alone upward 
of three hundred persons were killed, as 
well as Morne Rouge, with a death list 
of probably not less than 1,100 persons; 
Morne Capot and the heights somewhat 
this side of Fonds St. Denis, the blast, 
however, leaving the last named place 
untouched. Great cinders fell also over 
the region of Grand Riviere, and Precheur 
is covered deep with ashes. In Carbet 
the ashes lie 1 foot deep and nearly the 
same amount covers the ruins of St. 
Pierre. All of Morne Rouge, with the 
exception of about four houses and the 
beautiful church, has been swept to the 
ground, and the greater part of the town 
has been burned up. At Ajoupa Bouillon, 
where one-half the town has been pros- 
trated, there is no trace of fire of any 
kind. 

‘The destructive blast, instead of con- 
fining itself to a section or area, as was 
the case during the first eruption, was dis- 
tributed radically, crossing the low sum- 
mit of the volcano ‘near the Knob of 
Morne Jacob, and skipping zones between 
its rays. The danger from Mont Pelee 
is thus materially tucreased, and per- 
haps no position in the north of the 
island is absolutely safe. The govern- 
ment has iudiciously ordered the evacu- 
ation of aj. goints reached by a radius 
of about 8 or 10 miles from the crater. 

‘Tne recent phenomena were precisely 
like those of May 8, death resulting, In 
most cases, from contact with the terri- 
bly swift and hot blast, which burnt and 
suffocated. The sulphur’ emitted from 
the crater durin the recent’ erup- 


tions was comparatively insignificant, al- 
though it densely permeated the ash cloud

The electrical 
illuminations during the storm were wone- 
derful and greatly surpassed those of 
July 9. There was no barometric dis- 
turbance to indicate a coming eruption. 

“During the time I was on the volcano 
on the afternoon. of the eruption, Mont 
Pelee was in terrible activity, and refuge 
from fiying bombs had to be sought in 
a hole. The great cone could not be seen. 
On the way down the mountain the party 
was enveloped in ashes and mud, the 
ecénter of the ash and steam clouds be- 
ing almost vertically over us. 

‘The destruction of the several towns 
and localities were simultaneous, occur- 
ring at 9:10 in the evening. 

“There is much uneasiness all over the 
island of Martinique, and this is inten- 
gifled by the knowledge that La Sou- 
friere, on the island of St. Vincent, is 
again in full activity. 

“The illumination of the eruption on 
St. Vincent, as seen from here on the 
night of Wednesday, was most terrify- 
ing, and on Thursday morning the ash 
cloud from the St. Vincent volcano car- 
ried darkness to Fort de France for a 
period of nearly six hours. No details 
of the casualties on St. Vincent have as 
yet been received here.’’

Kaiser Bids Corbin, Young and Wood 
Farewell—Corbin Says That the 
Kaiser’s Army Is the Most 
Wonderful One in the 
World. 


| Berlin, September 12.—Emperor Wil- 


liam, in saying goodby to Generals Cor- 
bin, Young and Wood today, remarked 
that he’was specially interested in three 
Americans. He admired President 
Roosevelte unmeasuredly. He admired 
his versatility; courage, power for hard 
work and insight into the needs of his 
country. His majesty added that he 
Watched Mayor Seth Low’s administra- 
tion of New York, because he thought 
it important to the commercial world 
that New York city should be well gov- 
erned. The emperor also said he was 
very sorry Andrew D. White, the United 
States ambassador, was leaving his 
court. He had the most cordial feeling 
for him personally, because of the man 
he is, and for his services in fostering 
g00d will between Germany and the 
United States. His majesty sent some 
personal messages to President Roose- 
Velt through General Corbin and asked 
to be remembered especially to ‘Miss 
Alice,” as he called Miss Roosevelt. 

The emperor conversed with each of 
the Americans and told them how much 
he enjoyed their visit. The farewell 
took place on the fleld just after Em- 
peror William returned from leading the 
cavalry charge which concluded the ma- 
netuvers. His majesty had bivouacked 
again with the cavalry and had ridden 
with them 32 miles today in a wide de- 
tour, from a position in front of the 
right flank of the “‘reds’’ (Russians) to 
their rear division.

St Louis Exposition 


He Will Be the First Reigning King 
To Set Foot on American Soil.

Mrs. Parker Witnesses Execution of 
Boisy Bryant, Who Killed Mar- 
Shall Hyers at Nashville, 

- nd Takes Piece of Hemp 
as Souvenir. 


Tifton, Ga., September 12.—(Special.)— 
Boisy Bryant was hanged in Nashville 
jail today, Sheriff Swindle springing the 
trap at 11:40 a. m. His neck was broken, 
and he was pronounced dead in thirteen 
minutes. 

Bryant joined the church and was 
Haptized yesterday afternoon. He said he 
did not dread death, but was ready to 
die, and that he regretted killing Hyers. 

Bryant ate a hearty breakfast, and 
waited the preparations for his execution 
with a smiling face. Just before he was 
taken from his cell, all the prisoners 
joined §n singing his favorite song. In 
his dying statement Bryant exonerated 
Berry Walls, whom he had formerly said 
hired him to do the killing, and said he 
alone was to blame. 

Mrs. Etta Hall Parker watched the pro- 
ceedings with approval, and stood by 
the trap when it was sprung. She cut 
Bryant's body down with her dead fath- 
er’s knife, and cut the first piece of rope 
for herself. Mrs. Hall was married Sun- 
day to R. C. Parker. 

Five hundred people were present in 
Nashville, but only a few were allowed 
to ses the execution. Bryant's body was 
turned over to his friends, as he had no 
relatives. 

The crime for which Boisy Bryant was 
executcd today in Berrien county jail 
was the murder of Marsha! W. A. Hyers, 
of Adel, on the night of May:22. Marshal 
Hyers approached Bryant to arrest him 
On a warrant for a misdemeanor, when 
the negro, a lad of only about eighteen 
years of age, drew a pistol and shot 
the marshal through the abdomen. He 
lingered in great agony for four days 
before he died. Bryant was pursued and 
captured near Bayboro by Bailiff Sharpe 
@nd landed in Berrien jail. 

There was talk of a lynching. as there 
Was much public indignation at the 
wonton murder; but, on promise of Judge 
Hansell to convene a special term of Ber- 
rien superior court, the talk of lynching 
subsided. A special term of court was 
held on Monday, July 21, and consumed 
one day. ‘he jury returned a verdict of 
guilty im the first degree about 10 o’clock 
that night. Judge Spence sentenced 
Bryant to hang Friday, September 12, 
the hanging to be private. This sentence 
Was carried out today. 


TO FORCE NEGOTIATIONS. | 


Postal Telegraph Company Wants To 
Run Wires on Road’s Right of Way. 


‘’ Savannah, Ga., September 12.—(Special.) 


In the superior court -this morning the 
Postal Telegraph and Cable Company 
Gled.a petition asking that the Seaboard 
Air Line Railway Company be forced to 
permit the company to string telegraph 
wires along its right of way. The filing 
petition will probably open the 
way for a long fight between the two 
companies somewhat similar to that 
which was waged between the old Plant 
system and the Postal. 


The Postal company states that it is 


‘desirous of erecting poles along the right 


of way of the Seaboard Air Line from 
Savannah to the state line of Georgia and 
Florida at a place called Evergreen, 
which is 104 miles from Savannah. The 
petition states that the defendant com- 
pany has refused to negotiate with the 
plaintiffs in connection with this desire 
of the telegraph company to extend its 
Vine and it is asked that the railroad 
tompany be forced to enter into negotia- 
tiona with the petitioners.

SEA GIRT QUESTION A GAIN. 


CAPTAIN HOPE TAKEN TO TASK 
BY SAVANNAH PAPER. 


Says Horse Guards Owe State an Ex- 
planation, and the People 
Will Demand It. 


Savannah, Ga., September 12.—(Special.) 
Savannahians were astounded by Cap- 
tain Hope's diatribe upon the Sea Girt 
question, which, they say, has absolutely 
no reason or argument in it. An editortal 
in The Savannah Press, in part, is as 
follows: 

“It is perhaps not altogether fair to 
put an entire company to the test be- 
cause of the wild and intemperate re- 
marks of any one member, but if Mr. 
Hope, of Atlanta, in his recent utterances 
at all represents the Governor's Horse 
Guard, then in course of time and in its 
turn that organization owes the state an 
explanation and the people of Georgia 
will doubtless demand jt According to 
Mr. Hope the Horse Guard paid their way 
to Sea Girt and that ends the matter. No 
one cares to hear from Mr. Ifope. He 
went to Sea Girt Knowing all the facts 
and Georgians are at liberty to draw 
their own deductions. The dissertations 
of Mr. Hope on the ennobling effect of 
gunpowder smelling, whilst interesting. 
are scarcely pertinent. It is evident that 
the gunpowder bought and paid for by 
Mr. Hope and iis team when it came 
to be burned at Sea Girt took effect on 
the Horse Guard gunney rather than on 
the New Jersey target. 

‘“‘Meanwhile the question is with the 
governor, and what the people desire to 
know and have a right to know is the 
reason which prompted him to permit 
any of the military contingent to repre- 
sent the state at Sea Girt when to his 
knowledge the duly accredited represent- 
atives of the state had been swindled 
by those in charge of that range, and 
members of the team, including one At- 
lantan, attacked in an outrageous and 
cowardly manner. He has apparentiy 
permitted a few people in Georgia (to 
represent the state in a locality where 
the State had been deliberately and gross- 
ly insulted.’ 

Major W. W. Williamson, who was 
captain of the Georgia team at Sea Girt 
in 1899, said today that a meeting of the 
Savannah Sea Girters will be held soon 
on that then an answer to Captain Hope 
will be prepared.

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FLECTRIC LICHT 
BATE 1S TOO HICH 


Point of ‘Difference Between 
Macon Council and Mergers 


It Is Probable an Agreement Will 
Soon Be Reached and Censolida- 
tion of Street Railways Rat- 
ified—Other Macon 
News Notes. 


a 


Macon, Ga., September ‘12.—(Special.)— 
It is believed now there are only a few 
points of difference between the city 
council and the mergers of Macon’s 
street railways, and it is thought that a 
Satisfactory agreement can be reached 
as tc these. 

Today City Attorney Wimberly com- 
pleted his revision of the ordinance that 
Was drawn up and submitted. to him 
Yesterday by the joint aldermanic 
committees of finance and ordinances 
for the government of the proposed con- 
solidation of the street railways and the 
electric light plant. Copies of this ordi- 
nance are now being furnished to the 
lawyers and representatives of the rail- 
ways and electric light company. 

Among the points of differences that 
are to be adjusted are the following: 

Members of the joint committee wish 
that a maximum jprrice shall be fixed 
for electric lights both for public and 
private use. The price now pwl by 
the city for each arc light is $100 per 
annum, and council considers this too 
high. Some of the members think the 
maximum price should not exceed $86 
per year, and others believe the price 
should not be over $75 per annum. The 
mergérs do not take kindly to the prop- 
osition that there shall be a maximum 
price for lights. 

Nor do the mergers think they should 
be required to pay any per cent tax 
per annum on the gross receipts of the 
electric light plant. It has been agreed 
that after the first ten years of the fifty 
years’ franchise an annual tax of 1 per 
cent shall be paid on the gross receipts 
of the street railways for ten years, 
and a tax of 2 per cent on the gross 
receipts for the remaining thirty years. 
The mergers say they should not be 
required to pay any but an ad valorem 
tax on the electric light property. Mem- 
bers of the council, however, think that 
an annual per cent tax should be paid 
on the gross receipts of the railways 
and electric lights. 

The mergers claim if any franchises 
are given in the future to street rail- 
Ways and electric light companies they 
should be on the same basis and terms 
as those offered in the consolidation now 
pending. » 

It is believed that these points, as well 
as some minor ones. can be satisfactorily 
adjusted. 

The whole question may come up for 
determination at the regular meeting of 
the mayor and council next Tuesday 
night.

Jones, of Atlanta, came to Macon for 
A. C. Thompson, formerly of Atlanta, 
who was arrested in Macon by Deputy 
Sheriff Millirons on the charge of al- 
leged abandonment of his child. Thomp- 
s80n was carried back to Atlanta this 
afternoon. It is alleged that Thompson 
abandoned his young child in Atiantsa 
last January, leaving it, so it is said, in 
care .of his wife's brother, Thompson 
and his wife being separated.

Il 
came to Washington, live in a rented 
house and make new friends. In the old 
days I picked out a good place to rest in 
the summer and remained there, no mat- 
ter what the clients might say. Now l 
am living here, in a hotel where they 
have hot water and ice water and salt 
water in every room: but I am crowded 
and paying $75 a day. I am waiting by 
the hour to get a telegram which will send 
me to Paris on a bit of official business, 
and my family must be put in storage 
while I am away. And as I said, I must 
get a great deal of fame and giory out 
of this official position of mine, if there 
is to be any just compensation.” 

Sometimes Mr. Knox will sit down and 
tell what makes a man in prosperous ¢ir- 
cumstances and happily situated throw 
it all up to accept government services, 
with al} its failures and uncertainties. He 
has a fine sense of humor, and these ex- 
planations are very good, aithough not 
always complete. He is never tragic about 
them. Even when he turns over the re- 
turns from the clipping bureau, with their 
cartoons representing him as the trust 
agent in the government employ, he is 
good-natured enough to be amused, and 
in an off-hand fashion will tell you what 
a stupid fellow he is to pay $100,000 a 
year to serve his old employees, when he 
might as well have the money in another 
way if he must do the work. But he is 
a cheerful and good-humored martyr, 
and, with his golf and good horses, his 
cheerful] content and comfortable 
strength, no one need be sorry for him. 

General Knox does not like to work 
hard so many hours a day and take or- 
ders nolens volens, as all men in the gov- 
ernment do from the president down; but 
he philosophically accepts it al] as part 
of the game. Some six or seven years ago 
he was about to take a trip to Egypt, 
when one of his rich clients came in with 
a $50,000 case. He thought the matter 
over for a few minutes and said he would 
go to Europe. That he cannot do now.

Knoxville, Tenn., September 12.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Colonel Harvey H. Hannah has 
just returned from the state of Maine, 
where he did valuable work in behalf of 
the democratic congressional candidates 
in that state. During Colonel Hannah's 
absence he was nominated by the demo- 
crats of the second district of Tennessee 
as their candidate for congress. Imme- 
diately following this nomination, Con- 
gressman Henry R. Gibson, republican 
nominee and candidate for reelection, 
issued a challenge for a joint debate in 
the congressional campaign. When ad- 
vised of this Colonel Hannah said per- 
sonally he would be delighted to meet 
Judge Gibson in debate. He will confer 
with the congressional committee before 
giving out a formal acceptance of the 
challenge. Colonel Hannah says ne es- 
teemg this the greatest honor of his life 
and he will enter the race intending to 
win. “I feel,” he said, ‘‘that in this fight 
I am the candidate of the people who are 
opposed to ring rule and Gibson’s chronic 
candidacy for office.’’ 

Oil Gushers in Tennessee. 

W. W. Sterling, treasurer of the Wal- 
den Oil and Gas Company, is in this city 
from Elkhart. Ind. His company is 
largely composed of Indiana and Ohio 
capitalists, who are in possession of very 
valuable properties in the ‘oil zone’’ in 
Tennessee. The organized the company 
last spring with the idea in mind to se- 
cure and develop oil properties in this 
section.

If gas is tapped 
this company may bring it into Knoxville 
and supply this city with natural gas. 


Hon. John P. Murphy Candidate. 

Hon. John P. Murphy, a member of the 
lower house of the Tennessee legislature 
of 1901, has announced his candidacy 
for the democratic nominatién for sena- 
tor from Knox county in the legisiature 
of 1908. Mr. Murphy has a strong fol- 
lowing and has a good record at Nash- 
ville and also as a ‘back tax attorney 
and as a member of the city counci] here. 
He will likely be opposed for the nomina- 
tion by Colonel W. L. Ledgerwood, and 
Horace Van Deventer may also enter the 
race for the nomination. The nominat- 
ing convention will be held September 20. 

Knoxville Bank Clearings. 

The bank clearings for Knoxville for the 
past week show a remarkably large in- 
crease over the clearings for the corre- 
sponding week of last year.

Va., September 12.—The great 
council of Red Men of the United States, 
which has heen in session in this city 
for the past five days, anijourned this af- 
ternoon.

Land Values Have Been Steadily 
Climbing in This Belt for the 
Past Three Years—Offer of 
$50 Per Acre Declined.

Jackson, Miss., September 12 -—(Spe- 
cial.)\—An estimate based on the reports 
already received places the increase in 
the assessment rolls of the counties in 
the piny woods section of Mississippi at 
$8,000,000, and it is probable that it may 
BG one or two million dollars in excess 
of that sum when the railreg 4 assess- 
ment is added. 

Six of the eighteen coum 8 in the 
piny woods belt have repurted to the 
auditor, and the aggregate increase 
shown is nearly $4,000,000. The county 
of Perry treated much surprise yester- 
day in showing an increase of nearly 
one and one-half million dollars, and 
it is doubtful if this sum can be equaled 
by any three counties in other parts of 
the state. 

Land values have ben steadily ad- 
vancing in the pine timber belt for tle 
past three years, and the point has now 
been reached where it is well nigh im- 
possible to buy virgin forest tracts. The 
lumber manufacturers are taking every- 
thing in sight, and syndicates refuse to 
part with even a small portion of their 
holdings. It is not uncommon to see 
offers of $50 per acre made for pine 
timber lands and as often promptly re- 
fused by the owner. 

No Call for Special Session. 

Owing ‘to the continued illness of Gov- 
ernor Longino, no action will be taken 
on the question of calling a special ses- 
sion of the legislature to discuss the 
insurance question until Monday. The 
replies received to the circular letter 
sent out by the governor are being tab- 
ulated, showing how many members in 
each body will vote for and against the 
repeal of the valued policy clause, and 
when this work is completed the gov- 
ernor will be in readiness to announce 
whether the body shaii be convened. The 
special session will cost the state about 
$1,000 per day, and the question is being 
discussed as to whether the body. would 
have the power to legislate on other mat- 
ters not mentioned in the call issued by 
the chief executive, 

Death Sentence for Negro. 

One death sentence and a good sized 
batch of prisoners sent to the peniten- 
tiary is the result of the session of 
Judge Powell's court term in Yazoo 
county, which will be brought to a close 
this week. 

The prisoner sentenced to death is 
Joe Campbell, a negro, and the date 
of execution is fixed for the 10th of Oc- 
tober to take phace in the jail yard at 
Yazoo City between the hours of 11 a. m. 
and 4 p. m. It is probable, however, 
that a supreme court appeal will be 
taken.

It is the general opinion that this ses- 
sion has done more real good for the edu- 
cational system of the state than any 
meeting hetd in recent years. 

The superintendents, having fully ex- 

changed ideas on vital questions, go home 
with much information which they will 
put into practice. 
_ The discussions were full of interest and 
abounded in information. The subjects of 
local taxation, consolidation of weak 
schools, transportation of scholars in 
wagons and the beautifying of the school 
rooms and grounds, occupied the chief at- 
tention of the convention. 

One of the most pleasing and most 
heartily received speeches of the confer- 
ence was that of Hon. Joseph M. Terrell, 
nominee for governor, Mr. :Terrell, in 
part, said: 

“I appreciate the greeting accorded me 
far more than I can .express. It is a real 
pleasure to be with so many teachers who 
have their hearts and souls in the educa- 
tional Interests of the state. There is no 
question nearer my heart than the edu- 
cation of the children of Georgia. If I 
could divide that question I would say 
that which is nearer to the center of 
my heart is the education of the children 
in the rural districts, 

“I have been unable to post myself 
thoroughly upon the workings of -the gen- 
eral education board. *I feel that I have 
done myself a great {njustice In not study- 
ing its workings more than I have. About 
ten days ago, when Chancellor Hill kind- 
ly invited me to be present with you to- 
day, I accepted the invitation with the 
distinct understanding that I was to come 
for the purpose of being a hearer. I 
wanted to hear what was said. I did not 
care to be heard. 1 wanted to know 
more of the workings of this board in or- 
der that I might appreciate all that ts 
teing done. 

“In going over the state I have been 
impressed with the fact that the people do 
not take as much interest as they should 
in the education of their children. I don’t 
know any body of.men. who could do 
more than this distinguished gathering 
to enthuse these people and make them 
do their duty. This conference will help 
get up the proper feeling among the p®- 
pie. It will bring about a genuine revival 
like the one experienced by a certain 
church which received no additions at the 
end of the services, but found that it 
had been revived itself. 

“T am surprised at the lack of proper 
buildings for schoo] purposes in Georgia. 
The. children. of this state shoukY not be 
taught in rude pine log huts. The coun- 
ty boards of education should gee to it 
that in every school district in the state 
there shall be a first-class schoo] house. 
(Prolonged applause). I do not know ex- 
actly how to accomplish fhis. If you will 
take it up, the new school bti®dings will 
be forthcoming in a few years. 

“The thought of this conference was a 
most happy one. Dr. Buttrick, I commend 
the wisdom of your board in bringing 
about this conference. The vwoitea of 
this conference, a few moments since, in 
extending its thanks to you and your 
board for the interest you’ have taken in 
the advancement of the educational af- 
fairs of Georgia is the sentiment of *tthe 
people of Georgia,”’ 

Mr. Terrell gave his hearty approval to 


the work of the conference and pledged 


his earnest aid to the movement to better 
the rural schools of Georgia. 

At the session this morning the first 
subject taken up was that of the ‘‘Teach- 
ers’ Library.” Superintendent Duggan, 
of Hancock county, spoke of the good 
work it had accomplished in his county. 

Superintendent Otis Ashmore, of Savan- 
nah, made a forceful address on this sub- 
ject. He said that teachers should be 
made to read, and where you find a coun- 
ty in which the teachers do not read you 
will be apt to find it with a lagging sys- 
tem. Every effort to create a reading 
center for children should he commended. 

Hon. Hoke Smith, of Atlanta, then 
spoke of the plan he used to foster the 
system. He said that the libraries thus 
started had done much good. 

The next topic discussed was, ‘‘What 
Education Would You Suggest for the Ne- 
gro?’’ Superintendent Gwaltney, of 
Floyd, said the negro must be made to 
feel the dignity of real, industrious work 
and in selecting the teacher for the ne- 


A 


gro school room this must be taken into 
consideration. The elementary branches 
should first be mastered in the negro 
school room. He should be given manual 
training. 

Superintendent Polhill, of Worth coun- 
ty, said: ‘I believe it is a total waste of 
time to teach the negro Latin and alge- 
bra. The elementary training is the only 
one to be given him. I think Booker 
Washington knows more about this than 
all these superintendents before me.”’ 

Superintendent Ballard, of Glynn coun- 
ty, said he thought tne education given 
the negro was harmful and that he wish- 
ed to see every negro school in Georgia 
an industrial school. Teach the negro to 
be truthful, honest and above all ear- 

est. 

It being the idea of the conference that 
an industrial education was ‘best for tne 
negro, Dr. Buttrick asked if it wouldn't 
be practicable for the southern  edu- 
tors to get together and confer with the 
training centery of colored teachers. 
‘Superintendent Lawton B. Evans of- 
fered a resolution that a committee be 
appointed to confer with the source of 
supply of colored teachers in order to 
bring about better relations between the 
professional supply and the fields of la- 
bor, the committee to report at some 
subsequent time. This committee was 
appointed, as follows: Hoke Smith, Otis 
Ashmore, M. B. Dennis, M. L. Duggan 
and Lawton B. Evans. 

President E. C. 
summer scnool to be held next year in 
Athens. He spoke of the great need of 
new buildings at the State Normal school, 
and said that one thousand teachers 
could have been present at the opening 
of that school if there had been adequate 
room. 

State School Commissioner Sheats, of 
Florida, reviewed the work of the con- 
vention, stating that the most important 
things discussed had been consolidation, 
transportation and taxation. He urged 
the people of Georgia to talk to the man 
who has a vote and to not be afraid of 
the legislature. 

Professor P. P. Claxton, of the Uni- 
versity of Tennessee, spoke forcefully of 
the work accomplished by the conven- 
tion. 

A resolution was adopted requesting 
Hon. Hoke Smith to lend his influence in 
the state legislature to a movement to 
secure the right of counties to levy local 
taxation for public schools. 

The following resolution, introduced by 
Superintendent J. M. Pound, was unani- 
mously adopted: 

“The association has learned with great 
pleasure of the generous offer of George 
Foster Peabody to enable the state col- 
lege of agriculture to serid out nature 
study leaflets to the public schools. The 
results achieved by their use in other 
states have established their value in 
arousing the interest of children in the 
environment of hgme and country life 
and in furnishing che basis for elementa- 
ry education in agriculture. We heartily 
commend their use to the teachers of 
Georgia.”’ 

Chancellor Hill made a few remarks 
that were well received. He spoke of the 
close relations between the University of 
Georgia and the common school system 
and referred to the organization of the 
university auxiliary, which is to do good 
work in aid of the various educational 
institutions, including tne common 
schools. 

Dr. Wallace Buttrick being called for, 
he expressed his profoupd gratitude to 
the superintendents for their work, which 
had proved of great benefit to the gen- 
eral educatio .al board. He said that it 
was the de.:berate judgment of himself 
and Dean Russell that nowhere north of 
Mason and Dixon's line could such an 
earnest, intelligent body of superintend- 
ents of education be gathered together. 

Dr. Buttrick made a special plea for 
strenuous work to secure the right of ]o- 
cal taxation for public schools in Geor- 
gia. 

Superintendent Lawton B. Evans pre- 
sented the report of th@®committee on 
resolutions, which wai unanimously 
adopted. 

State School Commissioner Glenn made 
a few parting remarks, this being the 
last meeting of the superintendents over 
which he will preside, 

The meeting adjourned, after which 
many superintendents crowded around 
Dr. Buttrick to shake his hand and ex- 
press their appreciation of his efforts.

Russell Sage on Trusts. 

Chicago Record-Herald: Uncle Russcll 
Sage’s criticism of trusts may have 
been impelled by 2n unpleasant expe- 
rience with copper securities. There is 
a bint: of such an origin in the sting with 
which it closes. But the points that are 
emphasized are certainly worthy of se- 
rious public consideration. 

“Securities.” declares this Wall street 
veteran, “Shave been made in great quan: 
tities and sold at high prices on the idea 
that economies.to be effected will give 
them the erbitrary value which has been 
placed upon them.” This theorv, he 
thinks, will be exploded later on because 
there will always be competition, and it 
is clear that it {s not sound whether 
there should be 2 
or not. A. mere falling off in the market 
demand for trust goods would of itself 
cz.use a shrinkage of the fancy values 
and make the investors suffer from the 
cver-capitalizaticn. The trusts, it should 
be remembered, have most of them been 
formed during a period of commercial 
revival and expansion. That cannot con- 
tinue {ndefinitelv, and when it Is over 
a test will come which will prove that 
stocks are not to be permanently inflated 
by stock manipwiation. 

Mr. Sage calis attention also to a dan- 
ger which arises from the concentration 
of business in a few hands. He has no 
fear of the oppression of monopoly, which 
is quite natural in a nerson with his lit- 
tle competency, but his habitual caution 
leads him to suggest that ‘‘when half a 
dozen men direct the business and > el 
celal nolicies of the great industries there 
is danger that they may make a mistake 
in judgment.” Then he continues as fol- 
a goer be different »>f a hundred or a 
thousand men controlled chen industries. 
tf a nart of them erred, the rest might 
be effected, but thev would be able to 
siard it.

Deaths from This Disease Have In- 
creased in Last Few Years. 

New York Sun: People are growins 
healthier and lives are becoming longer 
in this gountry, if medical statistics can 
be relied on. According to figures pub- 
lished in the last week life has been 
lengthened by an average of 4.1 years 
in the last decade. 

In 1890 the average length of Hfe in the 
United States was 31.1 years. In 1900 this 
mean average has risen to 35.2 years, 
chiefly by reason of the decrease in mor- 
tality among the very young. 

The three diseases which have caused 
the most deaths in recent years are pneu- 
monia, consumption and heart disease, in 
the order named. Deaths from the first 
cause ,jhavé increased slightly and med.- 
ical science has made comparativy ely little 
peyarete in finding a specific treatment 
or i 

Pneumonia is an infectious 
tuberculosis. Although it is oe 
tagious as are many other diseases, the 
sanitation of houses, schools, shops, fac- 
tories, place of business and amusement, 
in medical opinion, undoubtedly determ- 
ines to a great extent the vulnerability of 
the system to it. 

Négiect of the ordinary laws of health 
is responsible fur many cases of pneu- 
monia. Among personal measures sug- 
gested for its prevention are avoidance 
of undue exposure to inclement weather

ing, daily bathing and fegu 
the open air with speciai reference to 
complete respiration.

HEROIC DARING | 
QOTERAMENT © LIFE-SAYING = CREW 
REGEIVE GLB MEDALS. 


The Overturning of a Life-Beat in the Surf 
on Lake Erie Bads the Usefulness of 
One Hardy Resceaer. 


From the 3ist day of October to the 
lif, day of November, 1883, the crew of 
the United States life-saving station at 
Cleveland, Ohio, saved twenty-seven 
men and two women from _ vessels 
thrown ashore by the storms that lashed 
the waters of Lake Erie. To each of 
the nine men in the crew the govern- 
ment gold medal “for heroic daring” 
was awarded, and the story of the earn- 
ing of these medals gives a glimpse of 
the perils that these hardy men are 
trained to face. 

It was On the lith.of October that the 
most thrilling rescue was accomplished 
under difficulties that would Lave daunt- 
ed most men. The barge J. T. Janson 
went ashore during a howling hurricane. 
Through the driving spray and pound- 
ing surf the heroic band launched the 
life boat in an effort to get a line to 
the distressed vessel. No sooner was 
the boat in the water, and the men in 
their places, than it was capsized by an 
immense wave and the men thrown into 
the water. One of the crew was Charles 
L. Learned, 41 years old and a vigorous 
specimen of manhood. When the boat 
rolled over he was caught beneath it, 
and, pinned down by his oar, lost con- 
sciousness. The action of the waves 
washed him from under the boat before 
life was extinct and his cork belt 
brought him to the surface.

Hundreds of 
people had gathered to watch the work 
of rescue. A policeman and a laborer 
drew Learned from the water and took 
him to the customs house, where he was 
revived by stimulants.

The democrats who still survive to 
stand up and be counted in the state 
of New Hampshire have held a state 
convention, made nominations and pro- 
nounced a platform. The latter is, of 
course, the interesting part of their 
performance. They have scant hope 
of electing anybody, but that does not 
weaken the significance of what in 
New Hampshire even is considered 
valid and vital democracy. 

The wool hat democrat rules the 
roost in the White Mountain State. 
He believes that the tariff is, in effect, 
the sum of all economic evils and he 
demands that everything be done to 
minimize its power to create, continue 
and contribute to trusts. Not only 
should the laws now on the statute 
books against monopoly combinations 
be enforced to the letter and to the 
limit, but new and yet more sweeping 
ones be passed. The trust is held to 
be the unchangeable enemy of fair 
trade at home and abroad, and in the 
eyes of the men who gave the democ- 
racy Franklin Pierce for a president 
“the only good trust is a_ busted 
trust!” 

Not only must the trusts go, but the 
New Hampshire brethren want free 
trade between this country and our 
insular possessions. They cannot ac- 
cept the idea that we have a divided 
domain between the several parts of 
which duties should be levied and 
collected. They evidently stand on 
the proposition that the constitution 
follows the flag and every citizen 
claimed by the United States has the 
right to claim from the United States 
all the privileges of any other citizen. 

Notwithstanding their state has a 
great American navy yard and indus- 
tries closely allied to ship-building, 
they are opposed strenuously to the 
ship subsidy or any other old subsidy 
to special interests. They believe 
this country is big enough, broad 
enough and prosperous enough for 
every industry to root, hog, or die, on 
its own individual, unboosted merits.

necessary. Every Cuban of the masses

to himself and family. He makes it 
the pet of the household and employs 


| most of his time in training it to bel- 


ligerency. Every morning he takes 
it under his arm and saiiues forth to 
look for a fight, and when he finds an 
antagonist he will stay by the game 
until he has lost his fighter, or all his 
money and bettable possessions, or 
has “broke” the other fellow. Cock- 
fighting is a national mania and proba- 
bly the loss of it was one of the hard- 
est privations the average Cuban has 
had to bear. 

In the old days, before the revolu- 
tion grew so fierce in the island, 
priests, soldiers, government officers 
and the populace at large flocked to 
the “plaza de gallinas” on Sunday af- 
ternoons and fought cocks until ves- 
pers and from vespers until midnight. 
In some places the public order was 
seriously affected by these contests 
and murder many times followed the 
finale of one of them. 

During the period of reconstruction 
it was not deemed wise to permit this 
sport to go on as in former times. 
But now that the Cubans have come 
into their own they also demand the 
liberties of their old customs and pas- 
times. For awhile they took eagerly 
to American baseball, but there is not 
enough quick action and blood-letting, 
at least in Cuban games, to satisfy the 
spectators. They want a hard fight 
and a bloody one and are ready to bet 
the last button off their shirts on each 
event. 

Doubtless the Cuban congress will 
be agreeable to the demands of the 
provincial councils. Those bodies need 
more local revenues and cock-fighting 
can be made to pay large revenues 
into the treasuries. Bull-fighting will 
follow and soon we may expect to go 
through Cuba once more and find it 
the Cuba of Spain rather than the 
Cuba of America, as it was made from 
1898 until today. It is an inevitable 
reversion to type and habit. 

A Benefactor of the Babes. 

The time may arrive when the pa- 
rents of America—indeed, of the whole 
world—may have reason to be thank- 
ful for the day when John D. Rocke- 
feller became a multimillionaire and 
could order things done that can only 
be accomplished by large anti unselfish 
outlays of cash. 

About a year ago his little grandson, 
“Jack,’”’ whom he loved with a tender 
devotion, sickened with intestinal trou- 
bles producing a dreaded contagious 
fever. All that money and medical 
skill could do was summoned to save 
the child, but in vain. In the midst 
of his deep grief a great resolve came 
to John D. Rockefeller. The vision of 
thousands, it not millions, of help- 
less children of yet as helpless pa- 
rents carried to the grave by the fear- 
ful scourge of babes passed before 
him. His own sore heart beat in sym- 
pathy with those of the children and 
parents thus slain and thus made com- 
fortless. 

Mr. Rockefeller summoned to him 
some distinguished pathologists and, 
as a starter, offered them $200,000 
with which to discover the cause of 
the malady—the germ that begins the 
plagues of typhoid, scarlet fever anid 
diphtheria. They were to go ahead 
and find it and how to kill it and spare 
no expense in the search. It is now 
announced from Johns Hopkins uni- 
versity that the search has been suc- 
cessful. The adepts in bacteriology 
have been working all summer at the 
Wilson Sanitarium for Children; where 
an average of three hundred patients 
are daily under treatment. Dr. Bas- 
sett, of Illinois, discovered the germ, 
and Dr. Duval, of Annapolis, has suc- 
ceeding in isolating it. Now the next 
work in han@ is to discover the spe- 
cific anti-toxin, or serum, that will 
quickly and effectually kill it. 

When the work is completed and 
the motherhood of the world is re- 
lieved of the nameless horrors which 
possess their souls when their pre- 
cious pets are seized with those dis- 
eases that decimate childhood in all 
lands, the name of John D. Rokefeller 
will be reverenced and lauded by their 
lips, at least. It may be no atonement 
in the equitable or political sense for 
organizing the Standard Oil trust to 
do this great benefaction—and proba- 
bly will not be in the eyes of the poli- 
ticlans—but by the mothers who are 
helped to look their ancient enemies 
in the face without dread and drive 
them off in triumph by the Rockefeller 
discoveries his name will be covered 


with praise. 
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Dislocating the Solid South. 

The Washington Post writes with 
confidence of the certain coming “‘dis- 
location of the solid south.” It admits 
that it first requires the thorough “dis- 
location,” to use its surgical term, of 
the colored voter as a standing men- 
ace to white supremacy in the south- 
ern states. The Post, like the presi- 
dent, seems to consider that latter op- 
eration as now un fait accompli and 
to believe it is timely already to pro- 
ceed with the argument for a division 
of the white voters of the south on 
economic and other un-Africanized is- 
sues of general politics. 

But why should the elimination of 
the negro as a voter so readily pave 
the way for a republicanization of the 
south? The negro was a voter of the 
eattle kind, gregarious and going as 
he was led by the wiley white republi- 
cans, who were always jayhawking 
for office and spoils. The negro did 
not vote for principles, but for the 
fetich worship with which he had been 
inspired for the name of the republii- 
can party—‘the party of Lincoln and 
emancipation.” Not two out of a hun- 
dred of them couyld tell a tariff sched- 
ule from a ram’s horn, or ever had an 
intelligent concept of any other para- 
mount principle of his party. 

There have -been honest and fore- 
sighted whitegrepublicans in the south 
who for a quarter of a century have 
deplored that their party in the north 
was forcing the party in the south to 
carry Cuffee on its neck as Sinbad 


| carried the old man of the sea. Such 
men were ex-Governor Bullock, Jona- 
than Norcross, William Markham and 
other men of like high position in 
character and affairs in Georgia, to go 
no farther. Those men did not hesi- 
tate to vote the national republican 
ticket and so align themselves as re- 
publicans—and, then, they did not hes- 
itate to vote local democratic tickets 
and so protest in that effectual way 
against negro rule in essential public 
concerns. 

It does not follow, therefore, that 
men in the’ south who favor national 
republican measures should, now that 
the negro is “dislocated,” proceed to 
form themselves into an active politi- 
cal organization antagonistic in all 
things to southern democracy. That 
democracy yet represents a host of 
things that such men deem desirable. 
They can vote the national republican 
ticket without let or hindrance with- 
out feeling it necessary to oppose local 
democratic rule, and that is the course 
that most of them are likely to pur- 
sue. 

The southern business man is not by 
any means settled in the belief that a 
protective tariff, like that of the Ding- 
ley act, is desirable for southern in- 
dustries and their prosperity. On the 
contrary, the protection view is losing 
rather than gaining among southern 
industrial producers. They want wid- 
er markets, confident that with all 
things necessary to their industries at 
hand, they can conspete with world 
rivals almost anywhere without tariff 
protection. The protection idea is not 
nearly so strong in the south today as 
it was six years ago. 

The white primaries in the southern 
states make it possible to fight out 
differences of policy and administra- 
tion without partisan division and so 
have “dislocated” the old bossisms, 
ring rule and punishment of independ- 
entism.* 

All these things, we think, are mak- 
ing against the creation of an effective 
republican party, even of the “Lilly 
White” order, in the southern states. 
Evidently the solid south will be a 
fixed fact in our political history for 
some time to come. 


Another Negro Problem. 

Sambo seems to be as prolific of 
problems as a Swiss cheese is of mi- 
crobes. He has disturbed the equi- 
libration of the nation, involved it in 
a great civil war, endowed it with an 
endless-chain pension roll, ewbittered 
‘parties by his presence as a politician, 
enraged social circles by nosing 
through the bars and made chaos of 
domestic and labor conditions by his 
degeneracies in those vocations. 

Now he looms up in the southwest 
in a new form as a disturber of the 
peace and destroyer of public prosper- 
ity. The legislature of Mississippi is 
to be seriously appealed to for a law 
that will prohibit the playing of base- 
ball during a closed season, extending 
from September first to the New Year 
following. The national game is to be 
included with other things as malum 
prohibitum and anybody caught bat- 
ting a grounder or hauling in a fly or 
foul ball is to be dealt with criminally 
under a statute for such offenses made 
and provided. 

The raison d’etre of this new legis- 
lation is that there occurs annually a 
singular coincidence. between cotton 
picking necessities and colored base- 
ball enthusiasm. A few days ago nine 
baseball games between stalwart col- 
ored teams were proceeding at the 
same hour in the suburbs of a single 
Mississippi town, with large assem- 
blies of spectators circling each hotly 
contested field. Meanwhile cotton 
planters all about the town were sit- 
ting upon their fences seeing their cot- 
ton suffering for pickers and punctu- 
ating the atmosphere with expletives 
“not fit to print.” 

The remedy proposed appears to be 
a drastic one and still it may be doubt- 
ed whether it will serve the intended 
end. These colored men who refuse 
to pick cotton will hardly be driven 
to do so by preventing them from play- 
ing ball, or executing war-dances 
around “de empire!” In most of their 
cases their women folks are at work 
and these lubberly loafers will con- 
tinue to loaf and be fed from the 
wages of wives and the loot from the 
kitchens of the white people. 

It strikes us, seriously speaking, that 
grotesque laws such as this one pro- 
posed in Mississippi against baseball 
are unnecessary. A good vagrant law 
vigorously enforced will quickly empty 
the towns of the baseball negroes and 
make good wages in the cotton fields 
far preferable to road service in the 
county chaingang. Try the vag. law 
on the nimble nines!

Washington, September: 12.—(Special.) 
Senator Tillman does. not often engage 
in telling yarns, but when he does it B& 
something good. Recently he told this: 

“In my state, and not very far from 
Columbia, there lived a preacher whose 
modesty never deterred nim from urging 
vtpon his congregation libera! subscrip- 
tions of money for all church and be- 
nevolent purposes. In his private solic- 
itations he one day met a good but ec- 
centric member, who for a long time 
steadfastly refused aid to an object 
the preacher was soliciious to secure. 
At last importunity triumphed, condi- 
tionally. He agreed to contribute on 
condition of being allowed to choose the 
text from which the preacher's funeral 
sermon should be preached. The mat- 
ter being thus’ settled, the minister 
wanted to know what the text was. His 
friend answered, ‘And the begga: 
died.’ ” 


“Ohio produced one of the wii¥est 
rhysicians this country ever knew,” 
said Congressman Shattuck recently. 
“He lived at a small place near Cleve- 
land, and was greatly liked. His prac- 
tice was large, and sometimes people 
would tell him that they called him in 
more for the fun that was in it than tho 
medicine. His wit was fully equal to 
his skill. It was. hard to say which 
did his patients the most good, and as 
he always gave his best of both at the 
Same time, they probably helped each 
Gther. Just as it happened when one 
of his patients revolted at a monstrous 
dose of physic and said, ‘Why, doctor, 
you can’t mean such a dose as this for a 
gentleman?’ ‘Oh, no,’ said the doctor, 
‘it’s for working people.’ ” 

“Old Judge Cole was one of the best 
known men in Texas in his day,’ said 
Congressman Cooper, of that state, to a 
party of friends at the Metropolitan the 
other night. “He was partial to that 
seductive beverage called peach and 
fioney, and he hated whisky and 
whisky drinkers. While holding a court 
at Austin two men were brought up on 
a charge of a drunken affray. It was 
a plain case; the row had occurred in 
a public street, in open day, and there 
weré fifty witnesses to the whole trans- 
action. So the fellows pleaded guilty, 
by the advice of their counsel, and threw 
themselves on the mercy of the court. 

‘““*You are guilty of affray?’ growled 
the judge. ‘Yes, yer honor,’ whined one 
of the men. ‘Drunk, I suppose?’ grunt- 
ed fhe judge. ‘Yes, yer honor,’ mur- 
mured the prisoner with some faint hope 
that having been drunk would mitigate 
the punishment. ‘Drunk on tye whisky, 
too, I’ll warrant,’ roared the judge in a 
voice of thunder. ‘Yes, yer honor, drunk 
on rye whisky.’ ‘Mr. Clerk, record a 
fine of $50 on this man,’ cried the judge, 
‘and send him to jail for sixty days. I 
shall fine the next one who is guilty un- 
der such aggravating circumstances a 
hundred dollars and send him to jail 
for six months.’ 

“This was poor comfort-for the unfor- 
tunate fellow who was waiting to take 
} his turn, and now came forward with 
fear and trembling. As he passed along 
by his lawyer that thoughtful gentle- 
man whispered in his ear, ‘When the 
judge asks you what you got drunk on, 
tell him on peach and honey.’ He took 
the stand. 

***You, too, are up here for an affray?’ 
growled the old judge, gnashing his teeth. 
‘Yes, your honor.’ ‘Drunk, too, I suppose?’ 
‘Yes, your honor, drunk, very drunk, I 
am sorry to say.’ ‘Drunk on rye whisky, 
too, I suppose?’ ‘Oh, no, your honor. I 
never drink whisky. I got drunk on 
peach and honey.’ 

“The judge’s features relaxed in an in- 
stant. Leaning forward and raising his 
spectacles, he contemplated the offender 
with interest, and then with something 
like tenderness he said, ‘Ah, sir, peach 
and honey, eh? That’s a gentleman’s 
drink, sir. The court sympathizes with 
you, sir, and does not regard your of- 
fense as very serious. Mr. Clerk,’ he con- 
tinued in a softening tone, ‘enter a fine of 
$1 against this gentleman, and discharge 
him on payment of cost.’ ”’ 

Generous, whole-souled Amos Cum- 
mings, now gone to his reward, told this 
one night at a spread by a few newspaper 
friends: 

‘‘New York’s city authorities were giv- 
ing an entertainment to a large company 
of invited guests on Blackwell's island, 
where the lunatics, paupers, ex-newspaper 
men and criminals have their several 
asylums and prisons. Boys, I hope to see 
none of you there. Among the guests on 
the occasion of which I speak was Arch- 
bishop ——, and when the dinner party 
were in the full tide of successful enjoy- 
ment a celebrated legal gentleman of 
Gotham was called on for a toast in hon- 
or of the archbishop. He hesitated for a 
moment, and then rose, giving, ‘Our illus- 
trous guest, the archbishop, the beloved 
representative of the large majority of 
the inhabitants of this island.’ 

“There was no disputing the truth 
the sentiment, and it was swallowed wit 
good feeling all around, though the truth 
was the worst part of it.” 

One of the oldest employees of the sen- 


ate tells this: 

“When Colonel John P. Farnsworth 
represented an Iilinois district in the 
national congress back in the sixties, he 
was delivering a speech against the fa- 
mous ‘<ansas bill’ one day when the de- 
bate was at its highest pitch. After he 
had warmed up to his subject and got to 
the point where he commanded, strange 
to gay. the almost undivided attention of 
the house, a small dog jumped upon one 
of the front desks in the press gallery im- 
mediately over the speaker's desk and be- 
gan to bark furiously. At that time there 
was no keeper of the gallery and the ca- 
nine was not driven out at once. Colonel 
Farnsworth stopped for just a moment, 
and jooking up at the dog. said: 

“I have always heard it said that 
every dog will have its day, but I must 
{nsig that this is my day; I have the 
floor by the consent of the speaker, and 
my canine friend in the reporters’ galiery 
must wait until another time.’ 

“By the time the roars of laughter had 
subsided the dog had been put out of the 
gallery and Colonel] Farnsworth continued 
his speech without interruption.’’

TRADE IS FLOWING. | 
YO SOUTHERN AFRICA 


Washington, D. C., September 12.—(Spe- 
cial.)—South Africa is on the eve of such 
a business boom as has seldom been wit- 
nessed in any country on the earth. 

This is the opinion of officials In Wash- 
ington who keep in touch with business 
conditions in foreign countries, and they 
are anxious that American manufacturers 
and exporters should have a fair share 
of the business. With that end in view, 
the bureau of foreign commerce in the 
State department and the bureau of 
Statistics in the treasury department are 
gathering all the information possible 
about conditions and prospects in that 
part of the world. 

Some wide-awake American business 
men are already getting into the field, 
and are arranging to have their wares 
introduced into South Africa, generally 
on a commision basis. There is a grow- 
ing demand there for almost everything 
that is produced in the United States, and 
it is believed that the extension of Brit- 
ish rule over the whole country will be 
a distinct advantage to American traders, 
whatever may have been their sym-4 
pathies during the struggle which the 
Boers made for independence. Some of 
the Boer restrictions upon commerce and 
industry were exceedingly annoying, and 
it will be remembered that they farmed 
one of the grounds of complaint by the 
English against the Boer governments, 
while there is no doubt that they re- 
tarded the development of the country. 

The bureau of statistics has just re. 
ceived complete statistics of British com- 
merce with Africa which are of interest 
as throwing iight on the preseyt volume 
of trade with that continent, and as 
showing that the United States has, as 
yet, succeeded in getting only a relatively 
small proportion of it. During the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1903, the total value 
of exports from the United Sfates to 
Africa was $33,000,000. Durfng the year 
ended December 31, 1901, the total value 
of British exports to Africa footed up 
$157,000,000, or practically five times as 
much as the exports from the United 
States. 

While the growth of exports from the 
United Kingdom to Africa has not been 
so rapid as in the case of the United 
States, it has been steady and persistent. 
In 1897 the total exports from the United 
Kingdom to Africa amounted to $120,000,- 
000; im 1900, $134,000,000, and in 1901, $157,- 
000,000. Of this exportation of more than 
$150,000,000 worth of merchandise to Africa, 
nearly two-thirds goes to the southern 
part of the continent; the figures being, 
to Cape Cclony, $62,700,000; to Natal, $29,- 
500,000, and to Portuguese Africa, chiefly 
that section located on the southeastern 
front of the continent, and forming the 
most direct entrance to the territory of 
the late Boer republics, $6,020,000. The 
next section in importance is Egypt, to 
which the exports from the United King- 
dom are $31,238,000; next, British West 
Africa, $13,222,000. 

An analysis of this market for over 
$150,000,000 worth of British products shows 
that the chief exports to Cape Colony con- 
sist of cotton piece goods, iron (wrought 
and unwrought), coal, provisions of all 
sorts, and manufactured articles, especial- 
ly apparel and haberdashery. To Natal 
the exports are similar to those of Cape 
Colony, with the exception of coal, of 
which a considerable quantity is produced 
in Natal itself. To Portuguese Africa the 
shipments included cottons, machinery 
and other supplies, chiefly for the Trans- 
vaal and Orange River colonies. To Brit- 
ish West Africa, cotton goods, coal and 
iron are the most important articles ex- 
ported. ‘Lo Kgypt the exportations in- 
cluded cotton goods to the value of $1,- 
086,080; coal, $8,325,000; iron (wrought and 
unwrougnt), $1,650,000, and machinery, in- 
cluding steam engines, $1,935,00U. 

The trade of Transvaal seems likely to 
prove an important factor, especially in 
view of the present and prospecfive en- 
largement of the gold mining operations. 
For the five months ending with May they 
amounted to $16,925,000, against $4,186,000 in 
the corresponding five months of last 
year. Among the more important articles 
exported from the United Kingdom to the 
Transvaal in the tive months ending with 
May are metals and manufactures, fnclud- 
ing agricultural implements, $3,956,000; ap- 
parel, haberdashery, etc., $2,623,000; pro- 
visions, inclusive of corn and dairy prod- 
ucts, $2,360,000; corn and grain, including 
flour, mea] ana rice, $944,000; leather and 
manufactures, including saddlery, boots 
and shoes, $812,000; dairy products, $720,- 
000; drugs and chemicals, $642,000; bever- 
ages, including ale, spirits, wines and 
mineral waters, $618,000; wood and manu- 
factures, $574,000. To the Orange River 
colony the exports are much less, the ftig- 
ures for the first quarter of 1902 being 
$1,771,000, against $435,000 in the correspond- 
ing quarter of the preceding year. 

Cotton piece goods alone form a very 
important feature of British exports to 
Africa. In 1897 they amounted to $23,763,- 
000, and in 1901 to $20,381,000. Of this total, 
$11,300,000 went to Kgypt; $6,003,000 to Cape 
Colony and Natal; $4,672,000 to British 
West Africa; $3,022,000 to French Africa, 
and $2,876,000 to Morocco.

McWaters Is Discharged by the 
Board—Matter Was Fully Dis- 
cussed at Meeting Yester- 
day Afternoon—Commit- 
tee To Be Named.

AS a result of a statement made by 
Attorney T. W. Rucker to the effect that 
he had a witness who would swear that 
the crematory was not now destroying 
the city’s filth, a committee of about 
four citizens will be appointed by Presi- 
fent Jarnagin, of the board of health, 
to go to the crematory without delay and 
keep tab on the workings of the plant day 
and night for a feriod of three or four 
days for the purpose of ascertaining 
whether or not the furnace is disposing 
of the night soil by the process of in- 
cineration. 

In addition to this number three prop- 
erty owners, claiming to be affected by 
the existence of the crematory, will ¢o- 
operate with this committee. This privi- 
leged was extended upon the request 
made by Mr. Rucker. He said tne prop- 
erty owners to meet with the citizens’ 
committee would be Messrs. Stockdell,

Dr. Bizzell stated he had been opposed 
to tne issue of $200,000 of water bonds 
because he thought the issue should 
have been for $1,000,000 for the purpose 
of perfecting the entire sewer and water 
works system. To his mind, he said, 
there were only two ways of getting 
rid of the night soil—by cremating it or 
else using it as fertilizer. Dr. Vaughan’s 
resolutions were voted down. 

A motion to adjourn was the made, 
but before it could be put Attorney 
Rucker addressed the bo-¢-d. He said he 
had several witnesses in the room who 
would swear that the night soil was be- 
ing sent out of the furnace tank, 
through the eastern end, into the sewers 
and was not being burned. He said the 
witnesses would say this was being done 
every day, since the visit of the board 
members to the plant. He asked for an 
investigation that would prove or dis:

nesses. 

He declared that evidence was to the

Changes Were Considered. 


The Reports from Faculties of Vari- 
ous Colleges Were Read and a 
Committee Was Appointed 
To Embody Them in 
the Constitution. 


The Oratorical Association of the col- 
leges of the state met in the Kimball 
house paricrs yesterday afternoon at 3:30 
O'clock. 

The meeting of the association was of

The propesed changes were thoroughly 
discussed, and a committee, headed by 
President Freeman, with John Temple 
Graves aS % advisor, was appointed to 
draft a tentative constitution, embody- 
ing the first. four suggestions of the 
faculties. 

This temporary draft wll be submitted 
to the convention to be called at an 
early date, to which the colleges will be 
invited to send representatives to con- 
fer with and advise the association as 
to the adoption of a permanent consti- 
tution. 

As to the last faculty suggestion, a 
committee was appointed to corfer with 
the faculties and earnestly request that 
they suspend judgment till after another 
contest is held under the new rules in 
Atlanta. 

The desire was expressed in the meet- 
ing that the wishes of the heads of the 
various colleges be followed as far as 
possible, and no spirit of antagonism was 
evident from the transactions. 

However, Emory wil! undoubtedly with- 
draw from the ssociation unless all 
five proposed refoims are established, 
and from the general attitude of the 
faculty and students of the state uni- 
versity, it is probable that the red and 
black will no longer be repesented in the 
annual cortests.

Add to this the fact that any 
number of well-meaning citizens in search 
of a reward of $60 are skulking through 
the woods looking for any gpispicious look- 
ing character, all ready to snoot first, 
and then ask questions, the sensation be- 
comes one of unpleasant uncertainty.

BULLOCK SHOT. 
BY AN OFFICER 


Policeman Blackstone Seriously 
Wounds Wi, Hl, Bullock, 


Declares Bullock Drew a Enife on 
Him and Threatened His Life. 
Bullock Is a Well-Known 
Saloon Keeper—He May 
Recover. 


N. H. Bullock, proprietor of the Co. 
lumbia saloon at 33 Marietta street; and 
who lives at 168 East Georgia avenue, 
was shot throngh the left side abou? 4 
inches above the heart by Bicycle Officer 


A. E. Blackstone on Fulton street about 
7:15 o’clock last night. 

It is claimed by Officer Blackstone—and 
this is spbstantiate® by eye-witnesses— 
that the shooting was done in self-de- 
fense, as Mr. Bullock was advancing on 
him with an open knife. 

Officer Blackstone was on duty going up 
Fulton street west of Capitol avenue 
when he met Mr. Bullock, who was lean- 
ing against a fence in what was said to 
be an intoxicated condition. The officer 
teld him that he had bettef go home, 
whereupon Bullock, he said, cursed him. 
Seeing that he was so badly intoxicated 
that he could not get home. the officer 
Says he placed Bullock under arrest and 
led him across Capitol avenue to the 
call box on Fulton street and called for 
the wagon. 

When Officer Blackstone turned fo ring 
in the call Bullock walked off, cursing 
him, whereupon the officer seized him. A 
lively scuffle followed, in which the of- 
ficer was struck a heavy blow over the 
left eye. Bullock then drew a knife and 
threatened to take the officer’s life. Po- 
liceman Blackstone backed away and fold 
him that it would be best for him fo put 
up his knife. Bullock, it is claimed, re- 
fused to do this and continued to ad- 
vance, striking at the officer as fie 
came. 

When he refused to halt at the officer’s 

command the latter drew his gun and 
fired. / 
The ball struck Bullock in the left side 
about 4 inches above the heart, and glanc- 
ing upward passed out through the up- 
per part of the lungs. Immediately a. 
large crowd gathered to discover the 
cause of the shooting. 

Mr. Bullock was carried to the police 
Station in the call wagon, and from there 
was carried to the Grady hospital. When 
heard from at a late hour he was rest- 
ing as well as could be expected. The 
physicians were unable to tell whether 
or not the wound was a very dangerous 
one, but it is thought by others_that it 
will not prove serious. 

Officer Blackstone reported tmmediate- 
ly to Chief Ball at headquarters. After 
investigating the case thoroughly Chief 
Ball stated that from what he could 
learn of the affalr the officer was justi- 
fiable. Police Commissioner Jones also 
gave it as his opinion that the officer 
did nothing less than his duty. 

Oficer Blackstone has been on the 
for‘e since January 23; 189, when West 
End was annexed, having done police 
eid in West End some fime before 
this.

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DOUBLE TRACKING ITS LINE. | PICKING COTTON DEADLY WORK 


Plans of the Illinois Central Have 
Been Changed. 

-aicago, September 12.—The Illinois 
Central has Changed its plans regarding 
the work of double tracking its main line 
from Fulton, Ky., to which the work of 
running the double track for Chicago has 
been completed. 

Under the new plan the company will 
double track ghe line from Fulton to 
Memphis, but when Memphis is reached, 
instead of building thé double track on to 
Jackson, paralle] to the main line, a new 
freight line will be opened between Mem- 
phis and Jackson. This will serve the 
same purpose as the double track, and at 
the same time open up a new territory 
which heretofore has been without rail- 
road facilities. 

The new line will go from Memphis 21 
miles south to Lake Cormorant, on the 
Yazoo and Mississippi Valley railroad. 
From Lake Cormorant to Tutwiler, 67 
miles over the Lake Cormorant extension, 
will be the second station. The Tutwiler 
branch, now in operation from Tutwiler 
to Belzona, 66 miles, continues the line. 
The Belzona-Yazoo City line, 23 miles 
long, will be built and the Greenwood- 
Jackson line will be used from Yazoo 
City to Jackson, thus completing the dis- 
tance, 44 miles. 

These sections, all put together, make 
the distance 221 miles over the new line, 
as against 213 miles over the old line via 
Grenada. The grades on the new line will 
be lower than those of the old, thus off- 
setting the greater distance. 

When this new line is completed the 
road will have a double track from Chica- 
g0 to New Orleans.

George Crocker Is Reported Very Ill 
in London.

A farmer recently 
applied Paris green to the cotton tn his 
field, where the bol] worms were doing 
damage. There had been but little rain 
Since the Paris green was applied. Three 
or four days ago seven cotton pickers, 
four men and three women, wentto work 
in the patch where the poison had been 
applied. Late in the evening they be- 
came sick and during the night all of 
them are reported to have died. Their 
death is said to have been caused by in- 
haling the dust from the poison,

Omaha, Nebr., September 12.—Edward

ANTHRACNOSE IN COTTON. 


Fatal Disease Shows Up on Planta- 
tion of James M. Smith—Much 
Damage Is Feared. 

The first case of anthracnose to be re- 
ported to the department of agriculture 
this year comes from Colonel J. M. 
Smith, of Smithsonia. He has written As- 
sistant Commissioner of Agriculture 
Wright asking for information concerning 
the disease, and he states that fully one- 
third of his cotton has become s0 en- 
dangered as to be practically a dead loss. 
In some cases the disease will average 

a loss of five bolls to a stalk. 

Mr. Smith is probably the largest 
grower of cotton in the south and his an- 
nual crop will average 3,000 bales. A loss 
of one-third of this amount would mean 
many thousands of. dollars. 

Captain Wright stated yesterday that 
he thought Mr. Smith was possibly un- 
duly alarmed. He said he. did not well 
see how any considerable amount of cot- 
ton could be damaged at this late season 
of the year, for the reason that most of 
the crop had_ been picked. 

Anthracnose first made its appearance 
in Georgia in August, 1901, and it was 
thought that it would do considerable 
damage. No other case besides that re- 
ported by Mr. Smith has been heard of 
this year and Captain Wright does not 
anticipate any damage to amount to any- 
thing. 


EFFORT TO SECURE PARDON. 


Movement Started To Obtain Freedom 
for Fred J. Cunningham—Is 
Serving Ten-Year Term. 

A movement has ‘been started by Attor- 
ney E. F. Childress to secure a pardon 
for Fred J. Cunningham, who was cone 
victed in the criminal superior court of 
Fulton county of the charge of assault 
with intent to .murder and who is now 
serving a ten-year sentence in the state 
penitentiary. Cunningham was tried and 
convicted before Judge John S. Candler 

at the spring term, 1897. 

It was charged tnat Cunningham went 
into the store of a merchant named San- 
ford on Davis street one night and at- 
tempted to rob him. The merchant 
showed fight and several shots were exe 
changed. Cunningham was arrested later 
in the night in West End and it was dis- 
covered that he had been snot in the left 
side. He has already served five years 
of the sentence. 


MILITARY IS ORDERED OUT. 


Governor Orders Out Elberton Com- 
pany To Guard Against 
Lynching. 

Acting on information from Judge Hor- 
ace Holden, Governor Candler issued an 
order for the military company of El- 
berton to guard the jail at that place 
during the trial of Henry Jones, a negro 
who is charged with criminal assault and 

who will face the jury this morning. 

Jones had been confined in the Tower 
and yesterday was removed to Elberton 
for trial. The sentiment of the people 
around Elberton, where the crime was 
committed, is said to be bitter, but it is 
thought that the appearince of the troops 
will prevent any effoyt at lynching. 

Jones will probably be removed to At- 
lanta directly after the trial.

70 GIVE ROOM IN 
CROWDED SCHOOLS 


Committee Will Endeavor To Seat 
Excluded Children. 


ALL LOWER GRADES CROWDED 


Comunittee Meets This Morning. 
Bond Issue Advocated as Means 
for Giving Permanent Re- 
lief to the City’s Pub- 
lic Schools. 


the board of education will meet tais 
morning at 10 o'clock in the Boys’ High 
school building for the purpose of de- 
vising means to seat the 431 children who 
are now unabie to enter the schools on 
account of lack of space. 

Nearly every school in the city is 
crowded, though the congestion is much 
greater in some than in others. West 
End schoo} is probably the worst crowded 
of the schools, but many children have 
also been turned away from bo... ira and 
Williams. The children turned away are 
almost without exception applicants for 
the lower grades. 

There is room in nearly every school 
for applicants for grades above the fifth. 
The applicants for first grade are 80 
many that they have been turned away 
from almost every school in the city. 
The authorities are unable to help the 
situation in this grade by transfers, both 
because nearly every first grade in the 
city is full and because the younger 
children cannot go out of their home dis- 
tricts to attend school. 

Several plans have been mentioned by 
which it may be possible to seat all tne 
children who want to get into the schools, 
but nothing is known as to what the 
committee will recommend at its meeting 
this morning. 

There has been some talk of a bond is» 
sue for the purpose of building additional 
school buildings, but if this is carried 
through it will not relieve tne present 
crowded condition of the schools for 
some time. 

Major W. F. Slaton, superintendent of 
the city schools, and Hoke Smith, presi- 
dent of the board of education, are both 
~ favor of an issue of bonds for this 
purpose and the movement may be given 
definite shape in the near future. The 
school authorities feel that something 
should be done to give the schools per- 
manent relief, and so do away with the 
crowding which greatly impedes their 
efficiency every year. 

A meeting of the principals of all the 
schools will be held at the Boys’ High 
schoo] building while the committee is in 
session. The regular meeting of the pri- 
mary normal class occurs this morning at 
9 o’clock.

THE GRANDEES OF SPAIN. 


London Times: Our Madrid correspon- 
dent writes under date April 8: ‘The 
ceremony of ‘head covering’ was yester- 
day performed by a number of Spanish 
peers, who thereby passed to the rank 
of grandees of Spain. The ceremony, in- 
teresting on account of its antiquity and 
its historical signification, is, like many 
Spanish customs, remarkab.e for its ex- 
treme simpu.icity. The peers who yester- 
day took part in it were the count of 
Cabra, the count of Piasencia, the mar- 
quis of Rafal, the marquis of Malferit, 
the marquis. of Kenameji, the Count del 
Real, the marquis of Hoyos, the Marquis 
de la Cenia, the count of Bilbao, the mar- 
quis of Viana and the marquis of Tovar, 
who were each attended by a grandee as 
their sponsor. When they had made 
three customary reverences to the throne, 
the queen regent, in’ the king's name, 
bade them ‘Cover your heads and speak. 
The speeches which foilowed, just.fying 
the right of each peer to the honor he 
was receiving, were for the most part 
interesting excursions into the past his- 
ytory of Spain. The first, which was also 
the most brief, that of the count of 
Cabra, may serve as an example: ‘Senora, 
if nobiesse obliges me to receive the honor 
of covering my head in the presence of 
your majesty, I come here obliged by the 
merits and virtues of my forefathers, 
and with the desire at least to imitate 
them, although to do so in reality may, 
unfortunately, be tmpossible. I am ecall- 
ed Osorio, Borbon, Ponce de Leon, Car- 
rillo de Albornoz, Hurtado de Mendoza, 
Fernandez de Cordova, Gusman, Marique 
de Lara, Silva Rojas, Alvarez de Toledo, 
and by other names as well so illustrious 
that, were it possible to forget them, one 
would have to forget with them the his- 
tory of Spain. Piety, heroic valor, wis- 
dom, statesmanship, in all these my 
forefathers have offered examples for im- 
itation; and, though it be not permitted 
to me to reach such heights except in 
admiration, tii my love and loyalty to mv 
country. and my king, I am worthy of 
them.’ The other new grandees were far 
more precise, not to say discursive, in re- 
latine the histories of their families, and 
one, the count of Plasencia, devoted al- 
most the whole of his discourse to an 
ancient grievance—tha‘ Philip IT had cut 
off the head of one of his ancestors by 
mistake—un funesto error.” 


The Beginning of Copyright. 


Boston Transcript: The 10th of April, 
1710. is a noteworthy date in the history 
of literature. On that day came into op- 
eration an act ‘for the encouragement 
of learning bv vestine the copies of print- 
ed boks tn the authors or purchasers of 
such covies.” This was the first meas- 
ure passed for the protection of literary 
proreriv: ihe word ‘‘convright.”” according 
to Dr. Murrav. Was not wsed hefore 1767. 
™n the preamble of the bill. which !s said 
to have been drafted by Dean Swift, the 
necossitv of a measure ‘‘to enable learned 
men to write useful books” ts dwelt upon. 
Rv its provisions two terms of copvrigh:. 
each of fourteen vears, were created for 
all future nublications.’ one term to fol- 
low immediatelv upon the other, tf the 
author were still living at the expiration 
of the first term. According to a sub- 
sidiary clause, {f any vublisher issued a 
hook st a price fudged too high bv ceo- 
tain dfscreet persons.”” he was liable to 
a penaltv. The ‘discreet nersons’® *includ- 
ed among others, the archbishon of Can- 
terburv. the lord chancellor and the vice 
ehancellors of Oxford and Cambridge: on 
them devolved the somewhat delicate 
task of fixing the hook’'s value. This 
clause was repealed in 1729: but the term 
of corvright remained wnaltered until 
124°. when it was @tended to the life of 
the author 2nd seven years. or forty-two 
vears from the date of publication. which- 
ever may prove longer. Eneland was the 
first country thus to protect the riehts of 
authors. France followed suit in 1793: but 
in Germany no copyright law existed un-

Two of the companies seeking in- 
corporation a smelting concerns and 
the other is a wholesale dry goods and 
motion house, to be established in At- 
lanta. The principal offices of the smel- 
ters are also to be located in this city. 

One of the petitions is for a charter 
for the Piedmont Smelting Company, cap- 
Malized at $1,000,000. The incorporators 
are A. Popkess, of Fulton county; M. A. 
Popkess, of High Point, N. C., and J. B. 
Black, of Cobb county, Georgia. 

The stock is to be divided into shares 
of $10 each and the privilege is asked to 
increase the stack to not more than 
62,000,000. The petition states that the 
business is to be the smelting, reducing, 
refining and otherwise treating gold, sil- 
ver, copper and other ores and minerals. 
Attorneys Andrews & Skeen filed the ap- 
plication. 

The name of the other smelting concern 


Gold in Black Sands. 


The experiments of the Edison company 
upon the black sands of New Mexico in 
the effort to save the Id therein con- 
tained by the application of electricity 
have been abandoned for the present. The 
cost up to date exceeds $260,000, with no 
explanation from Edison or his partners 
as to the apparent failure or wherein the 
plant failed to meet expectations. 

Now comes the government of New Zea- 
land with an ‘official deciaration that a 
bonus of two thousand pounds sterling will 
be paid by the government to any person 
who, before January 1, 1904, abe’ invent 
such appliance as will successfully save 
gold from black sands in New Zealand. 
The bonus will be paid on compliance with 
the following conditions: 

First. The invention shall, in its main 
features, differ from all machinery and 
appliances at present in use for the sav- 
me of gold, whether coarse or 

cond. It shal] be readily trausportable 
from place to place, and shall be capabie 
of utilizing local water for all its require- 
ments. 

Third. The invention must be capable 
of treating not less than 30 cubic yards 
an hour of black sand or any coarser ma- 
terial up to a diameter of 4 inches, and it 


must oe capable of treating such material 


profitably where there is not more than a 
value, in gold, of 3 pence per cubic yard— 
not less than 80 per cent of the gold con- 
tained in the material to be recovered hy 
the machine. 

Fourth. No bonus to be paid until the 
invention has been continually worked for 
not less than six months, and it shall, 
during that period, have treated not less 
than 100,000 cubic yards of material, work- 
ing three shifts a day. 

Fifth. The bonus will be paid on the 
certificate of an officer that not jess than 
twenty persons other than the applicant 
for the bonus are successfully working 
the invention.

Armless Beggar’s Queer Coin Recep- 
tacle Made Him Dumb. 
Buffalo Express: An armless beggar, 
who said he was Jesse Ferry, failed to 
heed the advice of Main street policemen 
when they told him to move along yester- 
day afternoon, so he was locked up at 
Police Station No. 1, charged with va- 
grancy.

- Sew York, September 12.—The cott«(n mar- 
«wet opened firm and 4 to 9 points higher in 
response to a2 bullish set of Liverpool ca- 
ties. The English market was irfluenced by 
less favorable crop reports andi continental 
buying orders. The local trade was made 
very uneasy by the appearence of a cold wave 
cver the western belt and the presence of freez- 
ing temperatures just north of the cotton 
country, the range being from 26 to 38 de- 
grees. Fearing possible frost formation in 
the west tonight, local 
immediaiely after the opening and quickly bid 
the whole list .upward, January reaching 
8.38. Liverpool, too, took fright at the cold 
weather reports. and at the cluse was 4% 
points up on some options. Receipts were 
very heavy, but this factor had been pretty 
thoroughly discounted. After a Slight re- 
action the market again turned strong and 
rushed up to 8.41 for January on urgent gen- 
«ral buying, started by an official forecast for 
frost tonight in Oklahoma and Arkensas. The 
bears, having frezh in mind the condition re- 
port of 64 on the 3d instant, were greatiy 
tlarmed by this new factor, and feared posi- 
tive disaster possible, as the recoras show 
no precedent for this time of the season. Still 
later the market settled back several points 
under profit taking and bearish weekly statis- 
tical statements, but once more shot ugward 
toward the close on strong bull support and 
Vigorous public buying. The market was 
finally firm and net 13 to 16 points higher. 
Total sales were estimated at 350,000 ales.

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DANIEL A GREAT SHOT 


Son of Senator J. W. Daniel Breaks 
Many Records. 


WON VIRGINIA CHAMPIONSHIP 


In a Match Shoot Edward W. Daniel 
Kilied Ninety-Eight Birds Out 
of One Hundred. 


Richmond, Va., September 12—(Special.) 
Edward M. Daniel, the young son of 
United States Senator John W. Daniel, 
established for himself a remarkable 
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record at the recent annuaj shoot of the 
Virginia Trap Shooters’ Association in 
Lynchburg, Va. Besides winning the 
state championship he proved himseif the 
best shot of the hundred contestants and 
won more prizes than any other member 
of the organization. Mr. Daniel, who has 
barely reached his majority, promises to 
be one of the finest shots in the world 
and his friends predict that his cham- 
pionship honors will extend to a _ wider 
field than that of his native state. 

On the first day of the shoot he started 
in by winning the limit of prizes allowed 
any one member and then,. though he 
could win no more, he continued to. shoot 
and to break more birds than any other 
shot. In the contest for the state cham- 
ptonship he -made a most remarkable 
score, smashing 98 out of 100 birds ant 
making a record never before equaled in 
a. shoot of the Virginia organization. In 
the event for a Remington gun, with a 
20-yard handicap, he broke. twenty-five 
straight and captured the prize. 

In the ten doubles at live sparrows, Mr. 
Daniel used a strange gun and killed 
nineteen out of the twenty, and again he 
took the prize. 

Mr. Daniel has been shooting for years 
and as quite a small boy he was con- 
sidered a good shot in the field and now 
as a very young man he holds his own 
against all comers. Under the most trying 
conditions he is cool and steady, never 
loses his head, and this fact in a méasure 
accounts for his remarkable accuracy.

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“Old Innocence’ {is a clean, wholesome, 
thoroughly enjoyable comedy—an unpre- 
tentious play, to be sure, but one which 
makes for laughter while it lasts, and 
leaves a pleasant and satisfying after- 
taste. 

The vehicle is essentially @ one-charac- 
ter play, and upon Tim Murphy, who 
takes the role of 3s. Green, the optimistic, 
unsophisticated and lovable “Old Inno- 
cence,’’ devolves full focus of interest. 
The other characters are of secondary 
importance, but they are sufficiently well 
drawn to serve as adequate foils. In 

is portrayal Tim Murphy is the es- 
sence, the very embodiment of the qual- 
ities which the title suggests. With a 
rare degree of skill, he makes “Old Inno- 
cence’ a living, breathing being, brimful 
of altruistic, illogical, but beautiful views 
of life, and the. character is more Mur- 
phy’s creation than that of the play- 
wright. The lines are important. only 
when handied with the grace and skill 
which he imparts. Every word, every 
phrase is given a delicate suggestiveness 
the sum total of which is admirable. The 
humor is subtle and refined, and the 
blending of a pathos which is suggested 
rather than expressed is so delicate as to 
convey just the proper effect. True, the 
play is not so well balanced as it might 
be, but minor defects pass unnoticed In 
the face of its splendid presentation. 

J. Green is a kind-hearted, keenly sensi- 
tive old man, who has always looked on 
life through rose-colored glasses. He 
believes in all things, because it gives 
him pleasure to do so. He is impractical 
with an impracticability born of tender- 
heartedness. He loves the world, and 
refuses to believe that the world is any- 
thing but what he chooses to believe it. 
The sudden introduction into his family 
of a brother who is his anthithesis in all 
respects—a grasping, mercenary, matter- 
of-fact business man, is the means of his 
attempting to set aside the characteris- 
tics of a lifetime. Circumstances, ab- 
surdly trivial, cause him for the time 
being to employ an attitude of the cynic. 
He begins to doubt all people and ail 
things. Quite naturally he goes to an ex- 
treme which is ludicrous. The masque of 
a misanthrope fits him poorly. He is as 
laughably illogical in his severity as he 
was impractically prodigal in his tender- 
ness. He is eventually brought back to 
himself through circumstances which

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MERGER OF TANNERIES 7) 


BRING BIG INDUSTRY HERE 


Atlanta Gets $350,000 Plant as Result of Combina- 


tion of E. O. Miles & Co., of This City and 
C. L. Allen & Co., of Buford. 


Atlanta is to have a $350,000 tannery. 

This is to be the largest tannery 
under one roof in the United States, and 
will give employment to 1,400 men. 

This wil] come to Atlanta as the result 
of the merging of the firms of E. U. 
Miles & Co., of Atlanta, extensive hide, 
wool and tallow dealers, and C. IL. Al- 
len & Co., of Buford, Ga., one ef the 
largest tanneries and collar factories in 
the world. 

A stock company with a paid in capil- 
ta) of $400,000 has been organized, come 
posed -of C. L. Allen, E. O. Miles, P. S. 
Arkwright, R. E. Cullinane and others. 
A charter has been applied for, and it 
has the provision that the capital may be 
increased to any amount which the stock- 
holders may see fit. 

The exact location of the tannery has 
not yet been decided upon, but options 
on two pieces of property within easy 
reach of the city have been secured, 
and the work of construction will begin 
in the near future. E. O. Miles will leave 
for Chicago next Monday, where he will 
be in consultation with the tannery 
architects having in hand the drawing 
of the plans. 

The plant will cover 100 acres and will 
be the most modernly constructed in Ametr- 
ica. Experienced tannery architects are 
now drawing the plans of the plant. It 
is the intention of the promoters to have 
around the tannery a model community, 
and, in fact, it will be nothing less than 
a littie city in itself. Schools and churches 
and libraries will be erected for the use 
of the workmen at the tannery. 

The establishment of an industry like 
this will mean mucn for the development 
of ‘Atlanta and the south, as there is 
nothing like it in any of the southern 
states. It will mean that the very best 
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prices .will be paid right here in the 
south for such things as hides, wool and 
tallow. 

The Allen-Miles Company has purchased 
the property on the corner of Marietta 
and Ear! streets for about $15,000 and has 
already begun the erection of a $20,000 
building, which will be 50 by 160 feet, four 
stories high, and will have a floor space 
of 40,000 square feet. 

This, building will be occupied by the 
general offices of the company and will 
be used as a hide house. The company 
expects to move in their new building on 
December 1. 

Tne Chicago hide business of E. O. 
Miles & Co. and the western sales de- 
partment of C. L. Allen & Co. have been 
combined, as: has the other business of 
the two firms, and this will mean the 
bringing from Chicago and the west an 
enormous amount of hides. 

The company is expected to do an enor- 
mous foreign business, especially with 
Germany .and France. 

E. O. Miles, the secretary and treasurer 
of the company, has been in tne hide 
business in Atlanfa for eleven years, 
and is consequently a man most thor- 
oughly conversant with the business. His 
company ‘has heretofore been using from 
4,000,000 to 6,000,000 pounds of hides each 
year. He has been gathering his hides 
from all over the United States, but more 
largely from Chicago than any other 
point. 

Cc. L. Allen, the president of the com- 
pany, now operates and owns one Of the 
largest, if not the largest tannery in the 
south. He was for a number of years 
eonnected with Bona Allen, one of the 
pioneer leather dealers in Georgia, and he 
knows the business thoroughly. . Both 
Mr. Miles and Mr. Allen are experts in 
their line. 

The leather. industry is now the third 
largest industry in the United States, and 
the fact that such a@ large part of the 
industry is coming. south is indicative of 
the fact that the south is becoming the 
center for such industries. 
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come as a result of his former rules of 
life. The very people who had deceived, 
or who he fancied had deceived him, dis- 
play an evidence of gratitude at the 
moment when misfortune overtakes him, 
and this gratitude causes his faith in 
mankind to kindle anew.

Mount Greylock, 

Boston Transcript: When the legisla- 
ture of Massachusetts, two or three years 
ago, took Mount Greylock under the 
state’s care and protection, it probably 
only faintly realized what a fine old 
piece of Titanic bric-a-brac it wa scher- 
ishing. Professor T. Nelson Dale, of Pitts- 
field, and the United States geological 
survey threw some interesting light upon 
the matter in a lecture last night in the 
Berkshire city on the geological history 
of this, the state’s loftiest elevation. The 
old mountain, it appears, has passed 
through nine epochs—the land epoch, be- 
fore the invasion of the sea; the marine 
sand epoch, the epochs of marine lime 
deposits and of clay, the period of corru- 
gation and crystallization when the Green 
and the Taconic ranges were formed, 
and the sea retired; the water-wear 
epoch, covering upper Silurian, Devonian, 
ecarboniferous, cretaceous and tertiary 
time; the glacial epoch, the lake epoch, 
when a glacial lake filled the Williams- 
town valley, and finally the modern 
drainage epoch when the lake gave place 
to rivers and small streams. The marine 
epoch lasted somewhere between one and 
two millions of years, while the water- 
wear period lasted possibly for ten million 
vears. We are supposed to have got rid 
of our superfiuous ice crop some eight or 
ten thousand years ago. The mountain 
commanded respect and admiration be- 
fore. In the light of these interesting 
facts veneration should now crown our 
other emotions. It is gratifying to learn 
that we have received such large measure 
for our money. Yet there are those who
